Being arrived at the Engliſh Court, to the ns lit⸗ 
tle joy of the Knights Father, and great deligyt to his kinsfolk 
and friends, they were welcommed as belæmed their ropall 
eſtates, any zjapfully received to their hearts content. It chan- 
ced in ſhozt ſpace after, the Pꝛinceſſe Flerida maxed great with 
child. a thing of uo ſmall comfozt to the aged King, noz ok little 
pleaſure to the poung Mꝛince.

The Pꝛinceſſe Flcr1da perceiving the courteous care, and 
diligent endeavour , that her royal ſponſe Don Edoard uſcd 
fot her greater delight, fo lovingly labeuring to avoid that 
motion, that either might ſem to her perſon diſpleaſant, oz 
by auy ſiniſter means to make ſhew of her diſpzofit , deſired 
him to appoint ſuch pꝛoviſion foz her, that there ſhee might 
diſcharge her heavy burthen, and not to depart befoze ſhe law 
the fruits of her labours.

Wes (wk the Prince Don Edoard, In which affairs 
this gentle Pꝛince likewiſe behaved himſelf fo wozthily in 
many rare exploits; that his Fame remaiueth as a perfect type 
of his honour in the Allcmaigne Chzonicles: for which cauſe, 


J leave ty rehearſe them, returning te that which happened 


this Pzince, and is in my charge to ſpeak of. It foꝛtuned that 
hee having ſpent ns ſmall labour in travel, arrived at laſt in 
great Brittain, where hee had god hope tu heat ſome news to 
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And being entred into this unfoztunate Fozreff, riding very 
ſadly, fo2 that his mind was ſomewhat digraced with remem⸗ 
bzance of his fair Bazilia , at length there met him a comely 


Knight, very bzavely mounted,attyred in gilt Armour, whereon 


was wzought many Leopards, by Artificiall deviſe, yet crazed 
and broken by ſome rough encounter that he had been in, And in 
his Sheeld he bare a Serpent, in a field of Silver, travailing 
alſo in the ſearch of the ſtrayed Pꝛince, as like wife to meet 
with ſuch who pꝛokeſled the magnanimity of mind to Combate 
in the honour of their own god Foztune: fo2 which cauſe hee 
left the Ladies in the Engliſh Court, among whom he was called 
The Kanighc ef the Serpent, Paſſing by the Pꝛince Vernec he 
uſed ſuch cour te ſie unto him as beſ@med the Knighthed, and 
was meete for ſuch a Noble perſon ; but he altegether uſing his 
thoughts, on his fair Bazilia , had not leiſure to behold the 
Knights courteſie, The Knight of the Serpent ſuppoſing that 
either he willingly would not perceive , oz Long, ſcoʒzned the 
gentle ſalutations HE uſed ; revived the P2ince Verner, with 
theſe ſpeches, Sir Ruight , ntethinks it might ſtand with 
your honour and pzofeſfion , and no blemiſh to you any way, bu? 
bounty every wap, to have thought well of him, who meant no 
ill to you, and to have gratiſied him like a Courtier, that viſ- 
dained to paſſe by peu, and not uſe courteſie. 

The P1tnce being d2iven fozth of his dumpes, whereto he 
had moze pleaſitre, then to the Knights gentle p2offer, between 
feſt and earneſt thus aulwertd. Sir, J may be offended with⸗ 
Sit blame , and judge your behaviour to be very bold, that 
would conſtrain me to ſpeak , not hearing your ſpech, when 
A had moze matters in minde, then would ſuffer me to ſee you, 
much lels to hear von. ; 

Sir ( quoth the Knight of the Serpent) this excuſe is far to 
ſimple , in denping both pour hearing and fight: foz though 
ſtatelineſſe would not ſuffer you to ſ m, yet the lowneſſe 
of my ſpech doth juffifie you might hear mer. Verner hearing 
the large lauguage of the Knight , which might quickly move 
him to anger (being befo2e ſubje& to overmuch melancholy ) 
thus ſo2tly replyed, Hir Knight, you have better lytence ts de. 
| part 
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then leave to ſtay here: fo2 that my mind is troubled with 
ſuch matters, as rather requireth your abſence, than alloweth 
your pꝛe fence, Giving pou further to underſtand, that pour 
company is fo much to my hurt, that the rife which may ariſe 
between us, wilt ve to pour great harm. Then the Knight 
perceived, what [mall eſtimation Vernar had of him, thus 
roundly replied, Sir, either pour bzinging up hath ben over 
churliſh, oz your pꝛeſent behaviour ſcant currant : in that you 
effem tourte ſie moze like a Carter, than a Cour tier, aud civil 
demeanour moze fit to hold the plough, than fine qualities to 
honour pour perſon, A eſtiem it both met and modeft,that you 
expꝛelle ſuch a frivolous motion, as doth repeſſe abzuptly the 
nature of friendly manners: fo2 greater danger is in concealing 
what J deſire, than damage in revealing fuch a ſimple demand, 
J defire rather(quoth Vcroar) mine own ruine, than J ould 
be fo fimple to grant What you requef : inſomuch that it is ex⸗ 
pedient, none ſhould know my t t, he onely ercepted , 
that muſt be pry to what I think. Mherekoꝛe, eſteming thy 
manhwod as ſmall to command. as thy might to compel, J will 
bury mp thoughts with my death, befoze J intend to ſatisfie 
thy deſire. So leaving their wozds, they fell to TUeapons ; 
where ſhivering their Spears and Armour, they encountred 
in ſuch a braver, that they were glad to take bzeathing, When 
the Knight of the Ser pent began thus ts charge him, J beleve 
Sir, you finde this skirmich moze hot, than your concealed 
thoughts may be eſter med wildome, and that your eſtate ſtand⸗ 
eth in a moze ſharp hazard, than your mute conceits are of 
koꝛce to peeld you any ſure help: which J hope ſhall ſhew yen 
the difference between a careleſſe Gram, and a Courtly 
Gentleman, 

'Sir-(anſwered the Pꝛince Vernar) pour opinion is as pet 
far beyond my purpoſe: fo2 that you are as wide from your 
hope, as pou are {cant wiſe to put your intent to hap. Perfwade 
pour [elf this, that the courage J have to pour foil, and ſecrecy 
I eftem of mine own faith, hall ere long give an abſolute 
anſwer whether J hall periſh in my determination, oz thy ſelf 


pꝛevail in What thou — which shall crave no — 
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fozbearance, then my Swoꝛd hath taught vou manuers, that 
againſt my will, would teach me your kind of modeſty, Then 
fell they ts a freſh Combate, which was moze dangerous thay 
their firſt allault: when being Wearied with Swozd, they eu, 
deavoured by wꝛaſtling to ſuppzeſle the ſtreugth of each, but 
the equal behaviour of their fo2ce was ſuch,as the loſs of their 
blod was great: pet their valiant hearts would. conceive ns 
faintueſſe, The Ruight of the Serpent had ſuch a deſire to 
know againſt whom he fought,that once moze be begau to uſe 
fair ſpeeches to him. I perceive fir, von moze eſtm pour ears 
neft opinion, than you ſtand in fear of the loſſe of pour life ; 
which were mo2e honour fo; you to deliver unto knowledge, 
than ſuch a ſevere chance ſhould happen unto either of us; yet 
is my mind {o affected, that I will know both {ecrec- and 
pour ſelf, oz it wall value my life, As foz mp life (quoth Ver- 
nar) I am ſo much the moze willing to loſe it, by how much J 
perceive you zealous to know what you ſhall not, Whereupon 
they began again the third time, albeit moze (gintly than be⸗ 
foze paſſed ; which cauſed their Eſquires ſtanding by, to enter 
into many heavy complaints, eſpeciallp the Eſquire af the 
Pzince Vernar, who thus frames his moan, Oh unkoztunate 
Emperoz,who is ignozant, that Foztune at this time will dee 
p2ive him of his joy. The Knight of the Serpent noting theſe 
wo2ds, pꝛeſently conjectured that it was the Prince Veroar, 
ſon to the Empero2 of Allemaigne, againſt whom he entred 
combate, and hom grievous the Empergy Palmcrin waulp take 
the matter, if he heard of the Toſs of either ef them both, Be⸗ 
fide, himſelf would be loth any way to diſpleaſe che gentle 
Waince Vernar;wherefoze,fo2 moꝛe aſſurance of him, he beheld 
his bzoken ſhield, wherein he perceived the device of his Lady 
Bazilia,colouredall in Purple,with the half burning-Peart-in 
the midſt: and on the Arms? of the Pꝛince was her Poztraite

The 
Pꝛince Yernar,perceiving that it was his friend Belcar;rau to 
him, embzacing him in his arms, giving him a thouſand thanks, 
that he had ſo found the mean, to cut off their quarrel, Then 
giving their Helmets to their Eſquires, who did their beſt co 
binde up their wounvs,they rode to the City of Brique, which 
was not far from the Foꝛreſt, recounting to each other, what

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Don Edoard would have anſwered again, bat the Giant Fan- 
dare bzought wopd from Dramuſiand, te bzeakoff their talk, 
and come to him, whoſe cemmandment the Pzince obe ping, 
eutreythe Caſtle; 'Primaleon ofifering/tago in with bim, but 
Pandarg being armed, with agreatJron'Dacean his hand, and 
a very frong Shield, thug bim backs with thele words. 
Stay Sir Knight, J mean-taſee what thou cant} do to deli⸗ 
vertbeout of my hands, as alſa hom than canſt war rant thine 
own life, Erimalcon heholatug the great pꝛide of Pandaſc, with 
the diſþononr he oſleten him in wazds, as alſo the diſdain he 
twk to be thus controlled, gave him this anſwer, It is moze 
difficil foʒ mes to auſwer the, as thy wo2ds require, than dan⸗ 
cerous to cozrett the boldneſs of ſuch a pzoud Rival: and J 
ſcozn to uſe wozds with ſuch a Peaſant, whoſe manners are 
fo far tram honefty; as the Maſter can never come in know.

Dramufiand leaning with D. Edoatd 
koꝛth of a window in the Caſtle, and perceiving the courage of 
Primalcon in this dangerous combate ; de ſiren to know his 
name, and of whence he was, which Don Edoard anſwered ac- 
cozdingly as he deſtred, gi ning him farther to underſtand, that 
not only in this, but in many other adventures he had put bis 
life in hazard, only foz his fake, Which when Dramufiand 
knew, he held Primaleon ag a partner with Don Edoard, aud 
kept them both in captivity, till foztune ſent moze cuſtemers.

And after many ſoze 
ſtroaks paſſed an either part; Prima lcon follswed his deter⸗ 
miuatiou ſo welk, thathee has Krucken off P aadares four * fin- 
gers, where with his Wave kelkto tte grouttd; which he foping 
to recover ,Primalcon has gotten ſuch gan advantage, that he 
had ſtrucken off his head, had not the ugly Giant Alligan of the 
Obſcure Cave, been his reſcue, who ſtepping betwen them, 
thus ſaluted Primalcon. Sir Rnight, thou halt a frech labour 
to begin, whereof withdaw thyhanvsfrom him that is can 
guered,and come deal with me ws hopes to cunquet the; and 
therewithall Primalcon being not fully. p2ovived, received 
ſuch a cruel blow on the head, that it put him in ſome danger. 
Primalcon ſœing ſuch a fearful enemp, and what mighty 
blows he Kill charged him withalt, bethought him on his 
friend Don Edoard, whoſe help in this ſterce aſſault might do 
him no ſmall pleaſure. Pet hes conſidered with himſelf, that 
boubtleſs he was in ſome n&d, oz ſo kept under, that her 
might not alli> him, elſe he per waded himſels, he would be 
as requiſite to helphiitt, as ho ready to wiſh te him.

It Sir, by the paine I have beſtowed, aud ſharp encounters 
I have endured, J might purchaſe the delivery of my deareſt 
friend Don Edoard, then would J not only make eſtimation of 
Your courteſie, but confeſſe my ſelf during life, Yours ever 
bound by duty. But as A judge, you mean nothing leſle, and the 
reward of my travel deſireth nothing moze, ſo my heaxt is bent

fiercely. W@combate again , which made Dram 1hand to muſe 
ts ſi t ble courage of Primaleon, and the weak deferice 
he had fo2 himſelk, who at laſt thzough ertream faintneſs fell 
ts the ground, as though he had bern quite bereaved of life: 
which-cauſed Dramuſiand to bear him into the Chamber of 
Don Edoard, commanding his Chirurgions and Þhyſitians ta 
uſe great care and diligence in ſaving his Life if it might ber 
poſſible, becauſe he was greatly affected fo ſave the life of ſuch 
couragious Knights.

All theſe 
fo2 the honourable affection they bare to the ſtraped Pzinces 
left their Kingdomes and Signo2tes , and unhappily were ta- 
ken pꝛiſoners in this cruell enchanted Caſtle, which was great 
gtief ts their friends, and ineſtima ble ſozrow to their well peo⸗ 
pled Dominions, When Aliart had conſidered all theſe unkoz⸗ 
tunate accidents;enterp2iſedſo honozably, and falling out ſo un- 
happily, he determined to hazard himſelf in the ſearch ok his 
Fatber, and to try his ftrength again the Gyant Dramuſiand, 
whoſe fozce he little oz nothing eft@med , but bare a great de - 
fire to his adventure, which could no way be finiſhed, but by 
his meanes onely, g 

In this minde he departed to the Valley of perdition, which 
was named ſo, becauſe all the noble Ritights Were there loft ; 
and there he determined to make his habitation , to follow his 
ſtudy, and p2ovide- remedies againſt divers miſchauces that 
were like to happen. And becauſe his nature deſired to be ſolt⸗ 


tary, in that bis bzinging up was fo2th of all company, he but! 


ded him a little foztrefſe between two great high Mcuntaines 
which kept the light of the Sunne away by dap, and the Bene 
in the night ſeaſon, This dwelling he called the Obſcute Valley.

thonght paſt all recovery; Mhereupon the ernel Alligan eee 
fozth to dekend him, who finding hemſe fk alſo to be mated eve⸗ 
ry way, and fruſtrate in hope of victs2p any way, he deſpaired of 
himſelf : and in fine, they were bath-ſo faint and wear ted, that 
they kel down, neither gaining the conqueftof the other.

foe. you; andtherefoze of right ought ts begin befoze you, Re- 
cinde ſomewhat moved at theſe woz2ds, ſhaped him this reply, 
Sir, if in a bzavery you ſeek to goe beyond me, o2 in peremp- 
fo2p woꝛds to bear the pzize awap, pou are farre peceived, fo; 
that wozds cannot out-face me, no your weapons fear me, koz 
J wasfirft pzovided, and thercfoze will not be pzeventes, Don 
Edoard perteiving theſe queſtions were like to grow to aquar⸗ 
rel, aſſayled once mo2e to ſet them at quiet, and thus he began, 
This ſuddaine enemy dziveth me to a ſhzewd fuſpicton, that 
You come moꝛe to talk, than to try your man hod, oz rather to 
jcaſt, than to Juſt. Ik ſo pou are diſpoſed, let the other twaine 
come and deal with me, in the mean time you may try which of 
you ſhall be firſt, o2 laſt. | 

The Knight of the Dogge being greatly vexed, as well at the 
woꝛds of Don Edoard, as alfo the ſtap Recinde held him in: 
charged him verp boldly in this manner. Since yon have denied 
mer my right, and offering me woꝛds importing great rigour, 
know that J will revenge this wꝛong upen your per ſon, and dye 
in the field ere J put up this injury. Where-with they ran to⸗ 

ether very flercely, and Arnedes pzeparedhimſelfto the Black 

night, ſo that between them began a hot skirmich, wherein 
Poꝛſe and Pen were all laid en the ground, Then riſing up a⸗ 
gain, and daawing fozth their Swozds, they charged oue 
another with ſuch mighty firokes, that their ngular

Dramuſia id accompanied with Primalcom, Polend.;s and the 
other Knights, td loking kozth of a window of the Caſtle: 
giving no leſſe commendation to this netable Tombate, then the 
behaviour of the Knights did juſtly deſerve. Pet none of them 
could judge of whence, oz what they were, ſaving that Dov 1 
doard knew the Knight of the Dogge, (by remembzance that 
he was al waies wont to bear that device) to be the*coucagtous 
Kuight Mijorces,not knowing anp of the other, but commended 
them all, as they were well wozthy,Vjortes thzowing downe 
his Swo2d, jopned Armes with his enemy, to try his ſtrength 
in waffliug, and Arncdes like wiſe received the Black Knight , 
ſo that the blood iſſued koꝛth upon their Armoz, * they all thzough 
great weakneſle fell downe on the earth. Theu came fozth 
Dramufiand, with his noble Pꝛiſoners (whoſe pzomiſe made 
unto him by oath,wculd not ſuffer them to ſtart away ) and ta- 
king off their Helmets, Primaleon knew the Black Knight, 
to be the Soldan Bellagris, and certified Dramuſiand, that the 
other two were Recinde King of Spaine , and Arnedes Ring 
of France: who were all pꝛeſently carried into the Caſtle, that 
their wounds might be cured, and themſelves recovered, 
Dramufiand uſed all the Knights veryhonozably,refuſing ts 
take extream revenge fo2 his Fathers death, but ſuppoſed 
their impziſoument, to be puniſhment ſufficient, And fox this 
cauſe he ſhewed himſelf moze milde and gentle, becauſe though 
their help, he had god hope to conquer the Ille of the Lake, 
which was kept by the Gyant Almadrago , who in time paſt 
had taken it from him by foꝛce. In time, Majorccs the Knight 
of the D »g, the Soldin . — the Black Ruight, Arnedes, 
and the Ring Recinde had all obtained their fozmer health, re⸗ 
jopcing that they were impꝛiloned with their deareſt friends, 
whom they travailed to ſceke, and had ſo happily found, But tle 
Prince Don Edoard was not oblivicus of his fair Lady Fic- 
rida, as alſo the grief he ſuppoſed iu his aged Father, whoſe

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Fter that the ypung Knights, had made mani⸗ 
feſt their great expertneſſe in many Try- 
umphs , fox the houeur of their Ladies, and 
eſtimation they held of themſelves , the Em⸗ 
oe perour grew into moze pleaſant conceits , 
Ins then of long time bekoze he had nſed the like, 
caufing every night dances and deviſes to dee 
perfo2med , fo2 the „ of the Empzeſſe, and the Pzinceſſe 
Gridonia, but the fair Bazilia tilt refuſed their company, fo2 
that the abſence of the Pziuce Vcraar, cauſed her to ſpend the 
time in penfivenefſe, 

Palmerin of England, affecting ſtrange adventures, and de⸗ 
ſiring with other Knights, to make pzwk of his Knight⸗ d, 
would gladly diſcover his earneſt minde, but that he feared to

Perſeverance help not, is utterly waſted by Deſperation, Af - 
ter Paimecin had ſitten agod while,and his Lady fill ſilent, be 
gave her occafion to ſpeak, by theſe ſpeeches. Fair Piltrefle , 
if I might ap frely ſpeak without your blame, as my thoughts 
are farre from any ſpot to bounty, A ſhauld then eſteeme my

than grant pou licence fo depart, 

Lady ( quoth Palmcrin ) though the cauſe be in pou, yet is it 
no crime, and though I depart fo2 your ſake, pet am A free 
from any ſuch ſuſpect, fo2 it is only the favour J have found at 
your hands, and the friendſhip yott have granted to my contintal 
honcur: that J caw no Way render you ſuch duty as J otght, 
albeit I travelled fs2 pour ſake, thzongh my whole life, And to 
fe ſuchy gracious perſon goe unrequited, my ſelf being now of 
years to put recompence in pꝛot, J might rightly deſerve to be 
rep2oached of all men, much moze to be repꝛoved of ſo ſweet a 
Saint. The Pqinceſs ariſing in a marvellous choller, highly 
offended at his paſſed talk, ſhee gave him this coling, to quaile 
his hot attempt. J have often truſted, and been rewarded with 
treaſon, and where J placed ſtedfaſt affection , J have ben ſw⸗- 
neſt beguiled, which now J repent when it is to late, and bzidle 
my fancy, when J ſee mine own folly, Wherefoze, ſering my 
fault is ſich, as You can rather affozd me pour rom than your 
company, J give pou this command, in your poſting dopage, 
that as you will think to honour me, {eme not to pꝛeſume inte 
my pꝛeſence, which J both bind: you ts by duty, andftraightly 
command peu to obſerye, So turning her back, ſhe flung away 
iu a fume ; leaving Palmcrin iu ſuch an alteration, as one could 
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hardly judge, if he had auy life left in him, But as hap was, no 
body was pzeſent to defcry his heavie complaints, fo2 that eve: 
rp body had conducted his Lady to his Chamber, ſaving the 
Ppinceſfe Polinarda, who ſtaped not to be intreated, but went 
thnging thiough the Gallery, as greatly vered, as ſhte had lett 
her ſervant paſlioned. 

Palcherin departing to his lodging, toſſing and tumbling him⸗ 
ſelf on his reſtleſs Bed, and at every thaught of his Ladies 
diſcourteſie, he fell into an Agony as bitter as death, not ſuffer - 
ing flep.to enter into his head, but fill bewapled the effate of 
his adverſe hap.

The ancient Knight withdzew himſelf into a Chamber, 
whereas his Eſquire p2eſently armed him, and Palmerin went 
fo2th, where he mdunted on Hoꝛſe back, aud attended his com- 
ming. At length came fo2th the Knight, attyred in black Ar⸗ 
mour, bearing in his Shield the poztrait of grieſly Death, ly⸗

cially figured, which he placed pon a tombe, rex front ue $1 
Funerals,and thereupon in golden verſes, weit thEWmETns! 
her rare aud vertuous like, and by her was the imat e 
very lively dzawn in perfeet pꝛopoꝛtion. This vare pECEvt'Wojk- 
manſhip he laid in a godly fair Chariot, and leading à great ar- 
my went againſt the Ring of Scrdignia, of whoſe coming, when 
Floraman hear, hee could not finde in his Heart te enter bat⸗ 
tel againſt his Ladies father, but with a company of well ay- 
pointed Knights, he bꝛake thꝛough the ranks & entred the Camp, 
from whence he tun the Chariot with the picture ok Altea, Ds

couldeſt judge the wozld of woes J abide in my filent bts, 
as thou doeſt perceive ſome motion, by outward appearance,

Nevertheleſs, they ſippoſed that it 
was the renowned Palmerin * but that che device of his Shield 
deccived them, which he bare fo2 that ſe, becauſe he would 
not be known to any, otherwtife than by the name of the Knight 
of Fortune, & ell, after him they tis, and Pompides went ts 
his Ladies Fo2trefſe, where hee might Have His wounds cured, 
which made him very faint, he had toff fo much bled, Now will 
we return to the Knight of the Savage man, who having deli⸗ 
vered Palmerin the Shield, and left Trofollant with the other 
conquered Knights: travelled, both with reputation of Rnight- 
bod, and e Foztune in all attempts, tif he arrived at the

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NH when the Knight of the Savage man, had left the Prince

Out 
of this Cave there came a Knight in Armour, bearing in 
his ſhield upon a ground of ſand a fair white Swan, who having 
eſpied the knight of the Savage man, pꝛeſently ſounded a oz», 
unto & houſe Which was near adjopuing, At the ſound of this 
Hoꝛn the windows of the houſe were pzeſeutly opened, & there 
was laid a fair cloath of black Uelvet, and Cuſhions of the ſame. 
when there came a fair Lady, with her Damolels, aud leaned 
thereon to ſe the combate, which the Knight of the Swan de. 
termined ts have with the Knight he ſaw coming, This fight 
moved the Knight of the Savage man, to ſtand in a great maze, 
as well to behold the fair Ladies, as alſo ſuch a ſemly Knight 
in a place of ſo {mall frequentation. Out of which ſtudy to re- 
vive him, the Knight of the Swan ſent his Pax, who ſummo⸗ 
ned him in this ſopt. Þy Lozd and Maſter (r Knight) whom 
you here behold, and can no way eſcape, hath kept this pallage 
fo? this fix Months, to the advancement of his honour, and 
diſgrace of no ſmall company of gen aud hardy Ruights, as 
their Shields may ſuffice fo2 witneſs that hang on yonder Tree, 
which they have left behind them, being unable ta withſtand 
him, wha as pet hath been vanquiſhed of none. He therefs:e 
hath ſent mee, and J in his name ſolicite pou, that if Co- 
wardly fear doe enfo2ce Pou to faint, as not daring to venture, 
where {o many hath ben vangquſſhed, you are permitted the 
chople of two extreams, whereof pou muſt chuſe une, oz receive 
ſuch anthoutyas he will charge you withall. The firſt you muſt 
paſs no further hut return from whence pou came, being bound 
by pour Knightly Dath, ts make known to every one pour 
ſhameful repulſe, not ſparing to tell the truth for favo2 to your 
ſelf, but manifef pour cowarviſe, to the commendation of my 
Lo2d, The ſecond, if pou be (o deſirons, that you would nerds 
pals, without endamaging vour ſelf with the fozeſaid peril, your 
mult fulftll that which pou will bee loath, if you either eſffem 
Knighthod, oz the happy ftate = your life, You moſt firlk give 
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your Shield ts be placed by the other, and your name to ber 
wzitten under the ſame, to the intent all Knights that happen 
this way, may know him that came like a Rnight, but departed 
hence like a fainting Craven, ſo ſhall their extream rigour in 
ſpeech, procure the means to pour eternal ſhame, Beſide, vou 
muſt vow to this ſozrowful Lady, who with all her company, 
ſpendeth the time ia wailing, never to rejopce, in remembzance 
of her grief, but ts be partner of her ſadneſs while pour life en⸗ 
dureth. Ik none of theſe twain pleaſe you, come to Lo2d, and 
he will eaſe you, 

The Knight of the Savage man fmiling at this diſcourſe, 
which menaced diſlopaltp, as alſo thzeatned danger, ſent the 
Knight his anſwer, in theſe wozws, Goe tell thy Lozd, that 
her hath met with ſuch a one as neither reſpecteth his p2offers, 
noz regardeth bis puillance, not minding to goe foward, no2 
yet to return, till he hath cauſed him to know, that he hath as 
much authozitp to conſtraine, as himſelf hath to command, 
Apon this auſwer they met together valiantly, each charging 
the other with ſuch Rnightly blows,” as the Ladies gave great 
commendation to the fight, hardly turen who was the likeſt 
ok victs2y, They bzeathed, and fel! to it again, the Knight of the 
Swan, accounting Himſelf well mated, and the Knight of the 
Savage man, thought him indifferently matched, At length the 
victo2y chanced to the Knight of the Savage man, who rejop- 
ced, that he had conquered ſo god a Knight, and he unclaſping 
the Knight of the Swans Beaver (who was quite overcome 
witha grievous trance) wzought the means to get life in him 
again, when as he charged him to tell what hee was, as alſo 
wherekoze theſe Ladies lived there, and why he undertok to 
kwep that paſſage, unto which requeſt the Knight thus anſwe- 
red. Sir Knight, ik in loſing mylife, J might p2ofit her whom 
Jever ſought to pleaſe, and finich that which muſt be bzought 
to end, J would rather imbzace death. than ſatisfie pour deſire, 
that craveth the thing J would never ſhew to any. But ſ@ing 
my grief cannot be holpen that way, noz greatly eaſed this 
war, vou having now authozity to command, J will accomplith 
ycur mind in everp point.

this ſoxrowfull Lady Pandritia , who hath to long yet longer 
mult abide in this her Caſtle, called the Houle ot Saducſſe. 
Where, the moze to my grief, yet no way to be remedied , ſhe 
hach vawed to end her life with her miskoztune and to continue 
in mourning, ſo long as ſhe liveth. Only to the laue ſhe bare ts 
a Knight, whom tu travaile I am ſure you have heard ol, in that 
he is ns leſſe famous fs2 his Jaughty deeds of Arms, then above 
all Rnights foz his atchieved vigozies, he is called as J have 
heard of many, Don Edoard of England. And becauſe I cannot 
tude the meane, to perſwade my Pother from this ſozrowful 
kinde of life, but that ſhe will till remain in her vowed heavi⸗ 
neſſe, I have determined to gard this paſſage , making all that 
I conquer, partakers of her grief and fozcing all that refrain , 
to the ſhame you have heard, wherein J honoz,02, which is my de: 
ſire,aud try many a god Knight, to the encreaſing of my kame, 
though I neither ſuſtained the like miſhap by any, noz hope to 
mete the man, that ſhall do it again.

dritia, would not ſuffer him to depart. Ae 8 
friendly greeting at their departure as bültemen their pofeſſt, 
on, aud lopall intent ot conrteſie;the Knight or the Sayage a 
tek his way on his journey, and Blandidon to the Caſtle, to 
comt̃oꝛt his mother, as alſo to have his wounds recurey; Af; 
ring you, that this Ktife between them ſuch mar vai⸗ 
lots endeavours on eithet part akter ward as hath ſelvome bern 
brard'of, which von thall read in the ſequel, wherein the ver⸗ 
bye of their noblenelle, with the unanimity of their tonfsyned 
faithfulneſle, was not moze e to the one then een 


to the other. 
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How Flor Aman the Knight of Death , and Prince of Serdig- 
nia, arrived at Conſtantinople ,- at the Emperours Court, 
where he cauſed his Tent to be pitched, in the honour of 
his fair Altea.

whereon was given to view in bꝛave iaures, the rate beau⸗ 
ty of his Lady Altea, as alſo the whole c aur ſe ot his mourutul 
life, a ſpectacle of great delight to all that tos occaſion to fc it, 
In the one of thele Tents, was pꝛepared furniture fo2 his lod- 
ging, aud in the other, Kod his luſty Courſers , with che 
Spears aud Weapons te maintain his Tournament ,- aud 
on the top, betwern bath the Tents , was placed the perfect 
Image of his fair Altea, which he toke from the Duke her fa: 
ther, while the two Armies were waging Battaile . The 
Knight of Dcath , having every thiug in readineſſe, with his 
two Eſquires attending on him, he entred the Emperours Pal⸗ 
lace, attyred in his accuſtomed Armour, which made the Empe⸗ 
rour ſomewhat a bached, yet very well pleaſed with the civil de⸗ 
meanoꝛ he perceived in him.

The firſt part of the Hiſtory 
eſteemed my ſelf the happieſt of any mana live, though my chance 
were moze hatefuli, then my grief can untold. 

Foz fpinht, not ont ly bereft mee of mp Larp, but allottcy my 
pez (elf to extreame ili lucke, when J fo2ſcke all Courtly 
cempany , detecmming to waſte my time in a ſolitary kinde of 
life , Which J ſpent in remembzance of her, who moſt regarded 
mee, aud ſtill lauding her beauty (which A efteemed above all) 
there J remained (me thought) a merry, though iude&ede a 
mournfull time. Pet was not Foztune ſatisfied; but rubbeth a 
freſh grief upon the greene wound, in ſending a Knight to 
bzeak off my filent devotions, who-repining that J ſhould ex⸗ 
foil mp L ove his Saint, that was unknown to mee, en- 
tred the fight, which returned to my foyl, he bare away the vic: 
top, and J was vanquiſhed, Thus have J been ever indama- 
ged, every way diſtreſſed (and may ſap, that us Rnight can ſay) 
Jam the onety man fo2 miſhap, And becauſe J will not be re- 
puted ſo ingrateful to my Lady, that one repulſe ſhall make me 
forſake her ſweet ſhzine, J have vowed in all Pꝛinces Courts , 
to extoll her beauty, to whom (referring c riſons) J cf 


eſteeme none her equall, And thoſe Knights honour the 
Ladies, and dare contend with my Altea, etther foz beauty, c 
bounty, I am ready to give Combate to all, foz that J will al- 
low the fupcriozity to none. As concerning the ozder appointed 
in this fight , J would have all to obey , and none to bzeak 
under pour gracious leave regueſted, is ( thus, ) That thoſe 
Knights, Who eſteem their quarrell ſo god, as to enter the field 
fo2 the beauty of their Ladies, hall bzing with them her Poz- 
trait, fo2 whoſe fake they adventure, which will be to their own 
hone2.and fame of their Ladtes,Beſide,if my hap be. fo gov, as 
to gain the victo2y, they muſt enter my Tent, to render their 
Armour, and their names to be regiſtred in my Bok, which J 
have tearmedthe Sepulchre of Lovers.

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comming, p2ocured thzough the Knight that gave me the over- 
thzow, who p2ofeſſedhimlelf to be of your Court , foz which 
cauſe, J deſire that J may here begin my Kuightly enterpziſe. 
And untill your Majeſty hath determined with pour Knights, 
I will returne tomy Tent, to expea the comming of him that 
dare firſt pzefume, Thus taking leave, he departed to his Tent, 
the Emperour remaining deſirsus to know of whence he was: 
which was declared ta him by ſome of his Court , that he was 
Floraman, Son to the ancient Ring of Sardinia, at which re- 
po2t the Gmperour was very ſozry, that he had uot entertai- 
ned him acco2ding to his valour and nobleneſſe of Birth, 

On the next day, the Knights p2epared themſelves befoze 
the Tent of the Knight of Death, and the Emperour with the 
Ladies of the Court ſtanding ready to behold the Combate , 
which was firſt ent erpꝛiʒed by Pꝛince Gracian, foz the love ef 
Claritia, daughter ts King Polendos, being gallantly mounted 
all in gilt Armour, and in his Shield bearing fo2 his device, a 
Damolel, her face covered with a greene ſhadow like unto a 
Net, The gentle Printe lwking toward his Lady Claritia, 
who ſted in the window by the Pzinceſſe Gridonia, unto him⸗ 
[elf uſed theſe ſpeeches, Fair Miſtreſſe, J defire peu to con- 
kinue pour wonted affection toward mer, and not to let fall 
your favour foz that pour love doth incourage me to the fight, 
tu aſſurance whereof, J ſhall cauſe mine enemie to know that 
his Altea is far incomparable to my fair Claritia, With 
thele wozds > he ran againſt the Knight of Death, encountring 
one another with ſich Rnightly behaviour, that both the Em⸗ 
perour and all the Ladies, coke great pleaſure ts behold them. 
At their ſecond pauſe the Knight of Death turned him to the 
Piture of Altea, uttering theſe wozds : Can my Courage 
faint , remembzing you my god Lady » Oz can any diſmay 
me, having Embzaced your favour - No, the honour of yortr 
Name hath called me to the field, and psur Beauty is ſo per- 
fett that none can cauſe me to flie, Then began they a freſh 
_ as doubtfnll to the aue as to the other: but at length, the 
Knight of Death had unhoꝛſed the Pꝛiace Graciaa,to the great 
fozrow of his Lady aud no {eſſe to himſelf, Then was he lead 
into the Tent where he reſigned his Armour, and his —_ 
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was witten down, in the Sepulchre of Lovers, Then appꝛos. 
ched Gucrin, bꝛother to the Pꝛince Gracian, who ko; his Lady 
Clariana, adventured the combate, whom the Knight of Death, 
bꝛought likewiſe to the Sepulchre of Lovers, After theſe, came 
Flavian, Rotandor, and Emcrauld the Faire, whoſe ftrengths, 
were not to compare with the Knight of Death, and therefo2e 
were all unarmed, and bꝛought to the Sepulchre of Lovers. 

The. Empcrour commanded, the Tournament ſhould end fo2 
that day, and ſent fo2 the Knight of Death, to a ſumptuons 
Banquet, where the Ladies and geutlewomen, made citch eſti⸗ 
mation of him as his fingular Pꝛowels, and haughty courage de⸗ 
ſerved, Which made him in ſighes ts think upon his Altea, 
whole commendation was ever beſt welcome to him, pet he 
viſſembled his griefe , with a merry countenance, becauſe eve⸗ 
ry one ſhould not be pꝛivy to his extreame Paſſtons, Do after 
the Banquet was ended, and their dancing finiſhed, taking 
leave of the Emperour, as alſs the whole company, he departed 
to his Tent, andthe Ladies to their Chambers,

ping his armes together in great heavineſſe, and by him = 
| t 
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the Image of ugly Death, and ſtanding ſtedfaſtly loking and 
deholding the Piefure of Altea, unto himſelf he began in 
this manner, J rejoyce (my deere Altea ) that Fortune hath 
not altegether fozgetten me, but alloweth me in this place, 
to revenge the fople J ſuſfained at my ſozrowfull Manſion, 
in that by my god endeavdur, all the Ladies of this Court, 
ſhall be foxced themſelves to conkeſſe, that J maintaine the 
quarrel of perfect Beauty, and therekeze worthy to beare the 
PÞ213e away, 

Co bꝛeak ofk theſe imaginations, Polinarda the Bother of 
the P)ince Vernar, pꝛeſented himſelf bekoze the Tent (when 
theEmperour and the Ladies, were ſet iu their appointed place) 
his Armour being blew, and in his Shield the cheorefull tounte⸗ 
nance bf a very beautifull Damoſell , Which he bare in the ho⸗ 
nonr of the Þ2incefſe PolinarJa , unto whom he vowed great 
affection , but baſkfulneſſe did hinder him from making it 
knowne, The regardants of the Juff , willed him to deliver 
his Ladies favour, becauſe it was the o2der of the light, that 
he ſhonld boſs 3; ts whom he anſwered, The favonr of my La- 
dy, which as pet J have found very flender, ſhall be beught on 
this Knight, whom J have hope to conquer , and J will deli- 
ver him that ſmall favour J have, to her Fame and his eter - 
nall dichonour; the Knight of Death replying, Many a ge-v 
Knight hath thought ſo, and pet hath ben deceived , and al⸗ 
though you bzagge ſo, you may happe fo gain as hard a bargain 
as the reſt. 

So without mo2e wo2ds, they encountred very fiercely, but 
Polinarda was overthzown, with his arme grievouſly broken, 
which incenſed him with ſuch anger, that he would have been 
at his enemy again, but the Knight of Death, gave him this 
perſwaſfon, Sir you have done enough foz this time, when pour 
arme is in eſtate, you ſhall have a freſh Combate. Theſe ſpee- 
ches ſo vered Polinarda, that he became ſo troubleſome to them,

When Dinner 
was ended, the Emperour went to the Tent to ſee the Rnight 
of Death, to whom he gave no ſmall commendations , fo2 the 
wo2thy behaviour he had ſen in him. So continuing that ak. 
ternone in their (port, to the koyle of many a god Knight , as 
mong whom was 1 ruſtande and Bellizar, that bare company 
with other Knights to the Scpulchre of Lovers. 

Aud when they were ready to leave off their paſtime, there 
ſuddainly came riding a very ſcemely Knight, whoſe Armour 
was beſet all with greene Spheres, bearing in his Shield like - 
wiſe a Sphere of the ſame colour, he perceiving the Emperour 
with the company of lo many bzave Ladies, came pꝛauncing 
and ſhe wing many tricks with his Yozſe, befoze the Knight of 
Death. At laſt, he dꝛew fo2th a little Table, wich a circle of gold 
round about it, wherein was lively Pictured the fair face of (- 
niſtalda. Daughter ts the Duke Drapos of Normandy,andl@- 
king ſtedfaſtly upon it, began thus touſe his talke, Swet Mi⸗ 
ſtreſle, I have Enterpꝛized this journey under the ſoveraigne 
title of pour ſingular Beauty, not doubting but to vanguiſh 
him, who as pet hath bozn the p2ize from all, Therefoze, let not 
the favour which was my accuſtomed reward, be denyed me at 
this time, foꝛ that pour Beauty maketh me enter the field, 
which J will maintain to my deſire , oz ſuſtaine Death. So 
delivering the Table to the Regardants who were appointed 
to receive it, they put ſpurres to their Hozſes , and met with 
ſuch puiſlance together, that they were both thzowne to the 
carth, when dzawing their Swo2ds they charged one another 
ſo bzavelp, that this Combate bare the commendation above all 
that had ben ſen at that Tournament. 

Seat defire had the Empereur, to know the Knight of the 
Spt.ere, but their fierce encountring would not ſuffer any an- 

[wer to be made, Retiring a little to take bzeath, the —_ 
atly 
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Dcarh beheld his Armour all flacht and broken, on the fair face 
of Altca, which cauſed him to fall into theſe complaints, 

Ah mp ſweet Altea, hew can J defire your favour, oz make 
account ts enjoy your Love, ſuffering ysur blamelelſs face to be 
thus offended - In whole remembzance J have, and ace enjoy 
the honour of all god Fo2tune, IE 

Da the other fide; the Knight of the Sphere complained to his 
Lady, ſaying ; Pow happy might J eſtem my ſelf, my( god La. 
dy) ik fo2 the pꝛice of my wounds, J might enkozce my enemy 
to ſay, you are the only Goddeſs of beauty, which either J will 
doe, 02 dye ere J depart out of the field, But if you with-dzaw 
pour favotr, then ſhall mine enemy be conquerour, aud J con-« 
ſtrained to live in eternal detriment of my like. BY this time it 
waxed very dark, and becauſe they would not give over, the Em⸗ 
perour cauſed Toꝛches to be lighted, which gave great caule of 
courage to them both, to ſee the god will of the Emperour , and 
would not depart the field till one were conquerour. At laſt, joy; 
ning themſelves together thzough extream faiutneſs and wea⸗ 
rineſs,they fell both ts the ground, but the Knight of the Sphere 
was undermoſt, the Regardants giving the victozp to the 
Knight of Death. Then leading the Knight into the Tcut 
where he tendzed his Armour, and his name to the Scpulchre o. 
Lovers, they knew him to be Berolde the Pꝛince of Spain, which 


when the Emperour. heard, hee ſent fo2 him into his Palace, 
where he was carefully tended, until his health was perfenty 


refts2ed, pet he was marvellouſly offended with himſetf, that his 
Lady paſt without the honour of the day. 

The Knight of Death conld bear no Armour a great while 
after, fo2 that he had found the puiſſance of Pꝛince Bcroldc, of 
no leſs fozce than wozthy commendation, But when hee had

After that, ts his own renoWn, aud hononr of many P2ine 
ces Courts, hee had ſuccoured the diſtreſs of many defamed 
Ladies, and bozn away the pꝛize from many famous Rnights, 
fo2 ſuddenly coming fo2th of a Foꝛreſt in Greece, muſing up⸗ 
on the great ungentleneſs of his Lady Polinarda , h& met 
a Knight mounted on a grayCourſer, aud attired in green Ar- 
mour, which was all hackt and hewed, and his Shield ſoze pol- 
luted, whom he remembzed to bee the Knight that came with 
the Knight of the Savage man to Conſtantinople, which cauſed

Sir ( guoth the green Knight) fo2 what eauſe ds you labour 
pour ſelf in his ſearch» It he hath dene any thing that doth dil⸗ 
pleaſe you, behold him here that will anſwer in his cauſe. 

The Rnight of Fortune hearing theſe woꝛds pꝛeſent ly retur⸗ 
ned him this anſwer, Jf J 0uld repozt (Sir) that either he, 
oꝛ any other Knight hath injured mee, J ſhould miſ⸗repoꝛt of 
them, and greatly repꝛoach my ſelf. Foz the grief which J 
luſtain, is cauſed through a Damolel, to whom J never gave 
deſert, oꝛ know the cauſe why chee ould offer mee ſach great 
ungentlenels, and neither is the Knight you ſck pʒuvie to mp 
griek, and hee is det unboznu that ſhall compel me to ſhew it: 
wherefoze yon may pꝛoced in pour enterpyiſe, and let me conti⸗ 
nue in bemoaning my miskoꝛtune. Sir (ſaid the green Knight) by 
how much pou are deſirous J ſhould depart, by ſo much the moꝛe 
F am determined to tarry, and will compel pou to ſhew whp 
you ſeek the Knight of the Savage man, oz force pou ts abide 
the peril, which by denial you may find. Wthereupon hee p2e- 
lently ran againft the Rreght of Fortune, ere Silvian could poſ* 
fibly deliver him his Spear, which made him glad to truſt to 
his Swozd, till at laft (after a god whiles fight) the gren 
Knight came with ſuch koꝛce, that his Wozſe ran his nole a- 
gainſt the ground and overth:ew his Maſter, which the Knight 
of Fortune ſeeing, alighted, and then dealt with him at his

And now had DFamu- 
land ſet the Eſquires of the Knights at liberty, but carried 
them fo2th in ſucha pollitique manner, that they could nei- 
ther return again to the Cattle, noz give any repo2t, in what 
place it fwd, | 
The Rnight of the Savage man had ſuch a pꝛolperous wind 
that at laſt they had ſighe ot the coaſt of England, but on a ſud- 
dain, aroſe ſuch a tempeſt as carried them by fozce upon the coaſt 
of Ircland,taking Haven at the maunt of St, Ciprian, becauſe 
they could not reach the Pozt of Moricque, The Knight of the 
davage man, had a great deſire ts Land: but the Paſter perſwa-

bis hands, it is their p2elent death. Wherefoze, god Sir, ve 
ruled by pour kriend, who will bee loath you ſhould fall into ſo 
great folly, Sir ( quoth the Knight of the Savage mam) J give 
You as great thanks, as J perceive. your counſel tendeth to my 
welfare ; But if he bee ſo cruel as you ſpeak of, it were god 
to teach him ſome courteſie, ik hee can conceive none of him⸗ 
ſelf, And ſo much truſt doe J repoſe in Foztune, that the will 
luffer me to deal with him, albeit not ts conquer him, which if it 
return the loſs of my life, J eſtiem it the leſs, in ſo much as he 
tall perceive courage and courtefie, in one that would wich as 
much in himſelf, | 
The Walter ſeeing no perſwaſion might avayl , ſent him 
with his Squire Arciſcr on land in the little Cack, commit» 
ting him tothe reward of all gay F oꝛtunt. The Ruight of 
Savage man, accompanied with his Eſquire, travellen by ' 
Mountaine, which was very thick beſet with * 
laſt he came to a little Pavilion, befoze which kay d t ma- 
ny Txuncheens of Spears, and bzoken Armour, belonging to 
ſuch Knights as were there foyled in ſeeking the Caſtle, 
Walking on farther in a little path. which he lam traced with 
very krech blood, hie was lead by the mops thereof to the 
fight of the Caſtle gate, which was placed on ſuch an unmes⸗ 
ſurable height, that he was fain toalight and walk up on fot, 
his Armour being very tzonbleſome unte him, and walking 
thoꝛow ſuch a narrow Pallage that har was very Weary, 
Mhen hee had attained the top of the Irilhe-ſaw the Giant, 
being ſuch a man as the Maſter of the Ship repozted, befs2e 
him ſtead ſeven well appointed men at Armes, holding four 
Knights on their knees befoze the Giant, Thz Ladies lwking 
koꝛth at the Caſtle window, which the Siaut kept there (as 
Pꝛiſoners perfozce ) ſ&eing the Ruight of the Savage man, aut 
ſozrowing any god Knight Gould come to ſuch a Tyrant, they 
all began a grievous and ſozrowful lamentation. The Giant 
eſpping the Knight of the Savage man, ſent thze of his Knights 
to take him, and king him to his pzelence, who Fed leaning

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up the high hill ; then they came to bim commanding him te 
yeld , 02 elſe they would flap him.

Me thinks Hir, it were moze commendation fo2 you , any 
greater honour every way, to disburden pour heart of cruel at- 
tempts , and embyace a courteous and civill kind of life, oz

All the way as we have journied, J was deviſing how J might

hone delire. It doth only conſiſt in the Knight of the Bull, wh 
will uot tell the name of the Knight he ſtekech fo2, although he

It is impoſſible fo2 me to tell his name (anſweredthe Knight 
of the Bull) oz if I could ſatisfie your deſires, you could not any

Honky uſe unto 
me; wherefoze hereupan aſſure pour felf, Fam as able to deal 
with pou, as they have found mes indifferent to conquer them, 
At theſe wozds, the Knight whom this noble vine held in ſub- 
jection) fell all along on the ground, though faintueſſe of much 
bled that had iſſued from him, as alſo the grievous wounds her 
had ſo happily ſuſtained, Thich made this other Knight to 
aſſaile the Knight of the Savage man very rigozoufly, in hope 
to have revenged his friends. hurt, with the detriment ok his 
noble enemies life; but he found the Knight of the Savage man 
ſo great of trength; and ſo greatly affected tba further victs2y , 
that he partly repentedhimlſelf, for entring luch hazard.

be ſomepohat allped to him in kindzed. To be reſolved, * 
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her would intreat the Pꝛinceſſe, and hae himſelf would often

And how the 
Knight of Fortune, departing from the Caſtle of the Sage 
Aliart, happened to lodge in the houſe of an ancient Gen- 
tleman nere Loden, where a Damoſell came, to intreat 
lim of an adventure hee ſhou'd take in hand, on her behalte, 
againſt che noble Knight of the Savage max. 


Age Aliart of the Obſcure Valley (as the 
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Hiſtory declareth) canſed the bodies of Pla- 
tir, and the other Knights to be bzonght in a 
Chariot to his Caſtle, where ſeparating 
them in ſundzy Chambers, be uſed ſuch 
great care and diligence fo2 reſtozing their 
: health, that in ſhozt time they had eſcaped 

the point of danger, and were in as qwd Couffitutton of body, as 
they had bern bekoꝛe. Fo? this occaſion urged him fouſe moze 
circumlſpection to them, that if their lives had failed thozow 
miſadventure, then had not onely their noble kindzed been op⸗ 
pꝛeſled with grief , but allo their Dominions remained deſti⸗ 
tute of their chief defence.

Viacir and Flut aman were at laſt lodged in ane Chamber: iu 
like manner were Pampides and Blaudidon, where they: no 
lefle marvailed, ac their ſuddain recovery et health; then at the 
Pzincely attendance was daily uſed to them: but which was 
moze to their griek, they could gaine no knowledge of their Holt, 
either what he was, oz wherekoze he uſed; ſuch great courtefic 
unto them. | | 

The Knight of Fortune, (who as pet remained in the Caſtle 

of the Sage Aliart) could never compaſs the mean, to find the 
Lodgings of theſe Knights, but was very yenſive to thinke-of 
their great hurts received in the Combate: Nevertheleſle the 
perſwaſion that the Sage Aliait uſed with him, ag pꝛomiſing,

eſtate relieved out of danger, and luccoured krom ſo great dis 
ftrefſe, wherefoze J maſt needs think, the adventures of this 
land to be rare: and rare, becauſe. I have not been accuſtomed 
to the like. ä ; | | 

Truſt me{quoth the Pꝛince Platir)theſe two Knights were 
eur enemics iu the Combat e, and invaded us till, that we might 
end 
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| . but it their intent be lo, they are as 
——— as we, and neither of Yozle, weapon, 92 Armour , 
toreſcue himſelf fromhis-enemy, Theſe wozds thus ended, 
Floraman, came toward the other two Knights, defiring them 
if they could) to reſslve them of this doubt, Ie are (anſwered 
ompides) in ſuch an uncertainty of our ſelves, that had not 
vou moved the queſtion when you did, my ſelf would have re- 
queſted the ſame of you, ; 

After a little tale paſſed bet wen them, they fell into know- 
ledge of each other, when fo2getting their fozmer enmity they 
imbꝛaced ane another, and greatly rejsyced, that they had ſo 
happily met, unto their ſeverall contentations. To bzeak off 
their friendly purpoſes sf ſalutations, thep eſpyed a Damolell[ 
come riding towards them, mounted on a bay Pdltrey, att pres 
all in black, and her countenauce bewzaping a lad and {ozrow- 
full diſpoſition, Mhen the was come unto them, reſtraining the 
b1idle of her Poꝛſe, and well-eping them, began at laſt in this 
manner. 

Gentlemen, it {emeth ſome ſuch accident hath happened, as 
hath deteated you of lach refuge, as ſometimes. you had, which 
map ſ&me ſtrange to vou, pet not rare to mæ, who know the 
miladventures at this Country, to the grief of mp friends , 
and ſozrow of mp ſelf, Fair Lady ( ſaid Plandidon ). if we 
chotild rehearſe.in what manner our:mifchayce hath happened, 
wer ſhould bor over tedious ts pon ts hear it, and indanger 
our (elves while we ſtand to ſhew it, wanting our. Armour to 
avoid what may happen, and being in a place out of our owue 
knowledge. Admit (quoth the Dameſell) my ſelf would be 
the me ang do pzovide you all of Dozſes,-and armour again, 
would pou grant the {mall requeſt J ſheuld put kezth unte 
vou: Lady (anſwered Floraman) reſpecting sur own ntede, 
and the duty we owe to any diſtreſled Lady, hath wought that 
in mie, and J am ſure the like in all my fellows, (the conditions 
fulfilled) that we will abide the utter moſt extremity foz you, 
and in pour defence. 

Every one ꝑoteſting what Flora man had pzomiſep, the Das 
molell departed, returning in ſhozt time with four - Slquires, 
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bearing four very fair and ſtrong Armours , with four moze 
that ledde four godly Courſers, all of one colour and bigneſſe: 
when to the Knights ſhe thus began. Loe Gentlemen , what 
pear pꝛeſent eſtate , and my earneſt affection hath conſtralued 
mee to do, deſiring you to make eſtimation of theſe gifts, accoz⸗ 
ding as pou ſhall find them in pꝛek. Giving her great thanks, 
the Eſquires Armed them all pꝛeſently, their Armour not diffe⸗ 
ring from one another in colour and kichneſſe: four Shelds 
were likewiſe delivered them, the device whereof vou ſhall un⸗ 
derſtam hereafter. hen they were Armed and mounted on 
Pozſe back, the Damoſfell hewed them, that they muſt ac⸗ 
company her thꝛer oz four dates, in which time (through their 
aſſiſtance) ſhe ſhould end her lamentable ſozrowes and grie⸗ 
vous miſhaps, giving them likewile thoſe four Eſquires to ler ve 
in ſtead of them which were departed. | 

They not denying what the Damoſell had requefted, rode on 
with her, where at this time wer will leave them, and return to 
the Knight of Fortune, who paſſing the time away with the Sige 
Allait, in remembzing his micßaps, his frowärd chances in 
Love, and all accidents that had happened him in travaile, de⸗ 
termined to te his leave ol the Sage Magitian, - whos would 
not let him-nnderfand his birth and Parentage, fo: the reelon 
which you ſhall hear hereafter, Butcommending unto him the 
adventures of great Brictaine, as alſo what neceſſity the god 
Knights fwd in oz want ok his helpe: and Arming Silvian 
with an Armour, much like that, which his Batter had al waies 
wozne, they imbzaced together very courteonſly.; and lo de⸗ 
parted, the Sage Aljart pꝛomiſiug to bee in all places where hee 
ſhould ſtand deſtitute of his helpe, and would aſſiſf- him afaint 
all misfo2tunes. - ek HT) Os SI: 

Ss rode the Knight of Fortuze towards $/tairient & famous 
City of London, deſirous to ſe the Engliſh Toiftt, the Fame 
whereof was blazed thozow the whole Wo21d. After thiœ daies 
travaile, he arrived at the houſe of an ancient Gentleman, which 
was nat far from London, and there he repoſed-fs2 that night, 
ronceiving great pleaſure to conferre with his Hoſt (who loved 
to entertain all wandzing Rnights:) about the _ of that 
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Countrey , with the noble adventures in old time paſſed, as 
alſo at that pꝛeſent in great Brittaine. After ſupper they came 
and ſate in the Poꝛch of the houſe, where at laſt they ſaw en- 
tring the Gate, a Damoſel accompanied with a young Gentle= 
man, who requeſted of theGentleman of that place, to have lod⸗ 
ging there fez that night. The Gentleman whote cuſtome 
was to entertaine Strangers, commanded her a Chamber, 
with ſuch p2ovilion as ſhe ſhould ſtand in need of, She giving 
thanks to her friendly Poſte, fo2 his ſogreat-courtefie , came 
and late down by the Sentlewoman of the houle , which the 
Knight of Fortune perceiving, remove? his ſtole and ſate down 
by her;andamong other talke, requeſted ef her koz what occa⸗ 
ſton ſhe was fo penſive and heavy, Which was great grief ts 
him to behold, but wozſe fo2 her to abide, 

The Damolell taking occaſion to bebold him, and eſpping the 
field of Foriuue, ſo much eſteemed aftd famed thzoughall Conn- 
tryes, caſt her ſelfe down at his fete, and iu tears began this 
ſo2rowfull diſcourſe, F perceive the anger of Foztunc is [atisficy 
with the kozmer injuries, that ſhe hath executed on my pe} 
ſelf, will at this inſtant change her rigour, and favour her that 
hath been altogether unkoztunate, in that J have found the 
Knight, who-not onely can, but (as J hope) will end my mifk⸗ 
ries by his Kuightly valeur. So it is (wozthy Sir) that ſome 
times A had a Sonne, ingenious to every exerciſe, but cheifly 
welk nurtured in martiall affairs: and had his foxfune agray 
with his towardly behaviour, J had been a Matron of jop, 
where J am now the mother of miskoztune.

that his wounds were healed, and his ſtrength rocovered (unt 
kozgetting the repulſe he ſuſtained by my „as allo the ear⸗ 
neft love he bare to the Damoſell,) he returned with a Knight 
attyred in green Armour, bearing in his Shield the Po2trait of 
a Savage man, leading in his hand a couple of Lyons, who 
ſ#king revenge on the other Knights behalf , my Son toke 
the courage to enter Combate with him, But ſuch was the ſpite 
of Fo2tune , and ſo great her malice again mee, that my Sen 
was bꝛought in ſubjection to this range Knight, who not cou⸗ 
tented with the victo2y, cruelly cut off his head, and gave it to 
his moztall enemy, Thus conlidering the great injury that 
the Knight had wꝛought mer, and that none will do me the 
favour to revenge my untimely lolle, I determined not to leave 
my travaile, till J had found you, who bearing the name of the 
Buteht of Forcune , (renowned in all Countries, that hath 
either ſen oꝛ heard of you) can compell my enemy to confefſe

Wherefoze moſt wozthy Sir, at which woꝛds he ſtayed her 
thus. Fair Lady, the extream grief of your inward thoughts , 
witneſſed by the abundance of teares that bedew your roftall 
checkes, conſtraineth mee to beleeve what you have ſaid, and to 
bear a part with you of accuſtomed heavineſſe, Wherefoze , 
conſidering your wzong, and the great ungentlenefſe of the 
Knight of the Savage man, if my foztune may bee ſo gad to 
met him, J will revenge pour injary with Death, oz leave 
mine owne life fo2 a pawne with him. And the rather am J ur- 
ged to deal with this Knight, fo2 that there remaineth a con- 
troverſie between him aud mer, as pet anfiniſhed, and now pour 
miſhap ſhall give mie god acta ſion to recompence him foz both 
together, ik J knew certain in what place to finde him. Truly 
Sir (quoththe Damoſell) J left him at the City of London, 
where his valeur is held in ſuch eſtimation , as is moze than J 
can ſpeak, whereof J judge him not a little pꝛoud. 

The Knight of Fortune perceiving the earneſt deſire of the 
Damoſell to bee revenged on him, whom her would as gladly 
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find, {ed her fo ſend her defiance on the next moꝛning by 
dis Eſquire , and that hee would be as diligent on her behalf. 

as ſhe was de ſirous to have it diſpatched: to which woꝛds the 
Damoſell replyed. F can now ſufficiently juſtifie, what J have 
often hcard , that your care hath ben ſo great to the welfare 
of Ladies, as that Foztune hath the better pꝛoſpered all your 
affairs, and in ſo much JF can judge it the moze fo others, by 
how much J finde ſuch great courteſy my ſelf , which if J dye 
betoze J deſerve , let pet your gentle nature affgzd me a gad 
opinion; fo that all my life time hall bee ſpent in ths henour of 
your name, 

The ancient Gentleman,underſtauving that his gueſt was the 
Noble Knight of Fortune, eſtemed his ged luck, moze then 
he could any way diſcloſe; wherefozc he de fired pardon, that her 
had uot uſed him accozding as his kamsus repozt deſcrved : and 
that his ignozance-might ſerve to excuſe any kult committed, 
And the rather he uſed the leſſe ſuſpition toward him becauſe he 
had entertained ſo many noble aud valiant Gentlemen: among 
whom(as he was well wozthy) he gave great commendation to 
the Knight ol the Savage man, as he had he ard ol many» and 
partly had ſeen himſelf, 

hich god repozt, incited, and greatly moved the Knight of 
Fortune, to uſe the moge diligence in finding bim in which de- 
fire, as time ſerved, they bzake company, and departed to their 
lodgings, This couragions Kuight, ſuſtaining fmall reft in his 
bed, when the clear mozning appeared, aroſe, and armed him 
with all ſped; taking his leave of his Þoſt and the Damoſel! , 
departing towards London, accompanied with Silvian. And 
drawing ſome what neare the City, be tak a great pleaſure 
to behold the bzave Towers and ſtrong Evifices , which by the 
ſhining of the Sunne, gave great contentation to his minde ,

How the Knight of Fortanearriving at Loudon , paſſed away 
the time with an ancient, Hermit, in ſeeing the Monu- 
ments and Funeralls of many noble perſons; untill hee had 
ſcat Silvias to the Engliſh Court, where in the preſence 
of the King, hee declared his Maſters challenge to the 
Knight of the Savage man, which hee willingly accepted, 
albeit the King would hardly agree unto it.

£2 Auy were the grievous cogitations that paſ- 

£ {ed the minde of the Knight of Fortune, 
while he was entring the famous Citie of 
London, as well foz the ungentle dealing 
of his Lady Polinarda, as alſs ſundzy other 
conceits that he had occaſion to thinke on. 
At laſt remembzing hee might not bee licen⸗ 
{ed the Combate till after Dinner, hee withdꝛew himſelf to an 
Mermitage, where after her had heard ſervice, He was defirous 
to ſ& the ancient Monuments that were in the Chappell, 
which fo2 the moſt part were ruinated, vet ſome of them re- 
mained in gend eſtate of their beauty. Among all the things 
that were there to bee ſeen, The Knight of Fortune beheld an 
ancient Sepulchze which was cunningly framed in wozkman- 
ſhip, albeit long continuance of time, had both waſted and dim⸗ 
med 
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med the wszkes and figures thereof , ſo that one could hardly 
read what was engraven about it, ſaving at the one end was 
perceived 5 name of Aibam of Norgalles,who was buried when 
Ring Liſuart ruled the Crown ot England. Upau the ſight of

ning. At this remembzance falling into a great agony of mind, 
be was conſtrained to leane on the Jrons that compaſſed this

Standing a great white as it were in a maze, the Hermit 
ſuppoſed he occupied his mind about ſome evill intent, but Silvi- 
an ſteped unto him, declaring that it was his wont to be of:

nifeſt befoze the Ring, bis Maſters challenge and to uſe great 
circumſpection what anſwer the King returned. | 

Silvian well noting his Maſters commandment , departed, 
and in ſhozt time arrived at the Pallace, where going up into 
the great Yall, he perceived the Ring was newlp riſen from 
Dinner, walking with his Knights, among whom was the 
Knight of the Savage man, being well, and perfecly-cured of 
the wounds he had received, when hee fought againſt Gracian, 
Francian and Polinarda, who were there alſo in his company. 
Silvian came into the pꝛeſence of the King, where on his knee, 
with ſuch duty as is required in that reſpect, he began as kol⸗ 
{1oweth; Ooſt puilſant Pꝛince, the Knight of Fortune, mp noble 
Low and Mafter, by mes in humilitp of his own perlon, peel⸗ 
deth the homage ok his heart and Rnightly Swozd, at your 
Graces command. Such was his intent, as in pour Court Hee 
vowed to make p2wf of his Service , but koztune not ſo agree- 
ing, inſtead of a quiet entry(under pour Graces leave) he mea⸗ 
neth to come by wap of a challenge. Fo2 as hie ttavailed he met 
a Lady, whoſe canſe of misfoxtune , Hw doth attribute to the 
Knight of the Savage man, and my Lo2d taking her diftrefſed 
caſe in hand, by mie giweth challenge ts him of Tomibatito met 
him if hee dare, lo that your Grace will allow mp-Lozd aſafe 
entrance and returne , without the diſturbance of «ny to hin⸗ 
der his determination, the Knight of the Savage man onely cx - 
ctpted. The king who bad heard the fame of the Knight of For- 
tunc to be ſuch as was ertolled in all Wꝛintces Courts, was ve. 
ry ſozry that his arrivall ould move ſutha requeſt, and would 
willingly have denved the Combate, but that the Knight ok the 
Savage man came befo2e his Majeſty, and uſed thele wozds. 
My gracious Soveraign , the Knight of Fortune is of ſuch re⸗ 
r neither may your Grace deny his requeſt, uo my 
clfrefuſe to enter Combate with him, And albeit *

hath urged him to a Challenge, and the advantage gotten in a⸗ 
ther Countries, maketh him tht moꝛe earneſt to have his der ds 
knee here: yet can neither his greeting diſmay my courage , 
ns3: his. Pzince compel ms to leaut the field, {Wherefoze I de- 
fire peur Gꝛace ts graut his requeſt, that h may have liberty 
of the Juſt, accozding as he ought : otherwiſe J will go to bim, 
as well toſatisfie his de fire, as to compaſle the aftedion J have 
of my ſelf, N 

The King ſ@ing all excuſes would not ſerve to hinder this 
matter, but that the Knight ok the Savage man would needs 
take on him the fight, returned Silvian with this anſwer, Mp 
Friend, tell thy Lozd, Jam both pleaſed aud offeuded, at his 
requet ; yet ſeeing his demand ſtandeth with the Law of arms, 
which I can na wap juſtly deny, J grant him free leave with⸗ 
aut coutradietion of any. But better would J have judged of 
him, had his Challenge been to any other Knight, where being 
ag it is, he will not ſo lightly eſcape, as perhaps he maketh ac⸗ 
count of, 

With this Meſſage Silvian returned to his Maſter, who ha- 
ving heard the pleaſure of the King, came pꝛeſently to the place 
appointed fo2 the Combate, where the King and Queen, and 
the Pꝛineeſſe Flerida with all the Nobility were ready placed 
to behold this Rolle attempt, The Citizens likewiſe repaired 
thither to behold this Com bate which was ſo ſuddainly noyſed 2» 
d20ad , ſathat the place was filled with abundance cf people. 
The Knight of Fortune entred and made his obeyſance to the 
King, and paſſed by, then came the Knight of the Savage man, 
accompanied with many Knights and noble Gentlemen, among 
which company was Argolant, who bꝛought him his pear, and 
Don Roſiran de la Bronde delivered him his ſhie ld, ſo marching 
on by the Ring they left him, uſing this talke with the Knight 
of Fortune.

ter, which J will not deny, albeit J could, pet give no ſpot to 
mine Honour, So-parting themlelves to fetch their carreir, at 
the ſound of the Trumpet they met bzavely together, breaking 
half a dozen Staves a peece, pet neither able to ſtir the other. 
TAhen they ſaw they could not diſmount one another, they twk 
their Swoꝛds, aud charged each other with ſuch politique beha- 
viour in their fight, that it was marvailous ts hear, what com- 
mendations were generally giden. 

When tbey had well wearied themſelves on Hozſe back, they 
alighted, and endeavoured to indanger each other with ſuch ri⸗ 
£020us blows, that it was thought the Combate would not long 
laſt, ere one ok them were ſlain, Foz their Shelds were 
ſyivered all in peces, their Armour ſo bzoken, that the blwd 
trickled down their ſides, then fell they to wꝛaſtling one with 
another, their gripes made the blwd to iſſue kozth absundant⸗ 
ly, pet neither had the advantage of the other in ſtrength, but 
both ſo cquall, that it conld not be judged who was likeſt of 
victozp, The Pꝛinceſſe Flcrida grieving at their great effu- 
fon of blod, departed in ſuch Heavineſſe, as if ſhe had known it 
to be the bled of her Sounes , that was \o cruelly ſpilt. The 
King with all his Courtly attendants , was ſtrucken into ſuch 
a-maze, when he ſaw them take their Swozds again, that hee 
thought the flower of all Chivalry was there pzeſent befoze 
him, and was in great heavineſle, fo2 that they would not give 
over by no means. 

The Knight of the Savage man; ſeing himſelf deſtitute of 
Swoz, Sheld, and Armour, began ſomewhat to fear, that 
his like would ſtand in great hazard, but yet he contented him- 
ſelf, that if as then his death were o2dained, he ſhould ſuſtain 
the leſſer repꝛoach, in that a Knight of ſuch honour had given 
him the overthzsw, wherefoze at a pauſe, hee thus began, Why 
ſhould J diſcourage my ſelf at the death, ſciug J ſhall depart 
in the flower aud pꝛime of mine age, and end my dates 1 his 
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hands, who is onely eftemed fo2 god Foxtune : Pet the oath A 
have made to the Pꝛinteſſe Flerida, with the great duty A find 
in my ſe lr as her deſert tonſtraineth mir to with a longer tint? 
if it bie, as well to exalt her honour as to try the adven⸗ 
ture which hath endamaged ſo many gad Rivights , whereto I 
did ever bend mine affection , as the onely enterp2ize in all my 
like ts-wWinne mie renown, But ling J am fallen into lo great 
miſhap mas both Foztune doth deny mee, and mine 'owne man⸗ 
hend kalle mir, J will pet ſo behave my ſelf upon mine enemy , 
as When he hath wonne the uttermoſt, hee (ſhall not boaſt of his 
conqueſt, and ſuch a wit will J deliver him to ſeal, as J hope 
ſhall.erave no other fignet but his deareſt blod, 

In kike manner the Knight of Fortune ft6d debating with 
himſelk, as well upon his pꝛeſent danger as alſo his foze⸗pal⸗ 
ſed dolour, not fo2xetting his Lady and Miſtreſle Polinarda. to 
whom, as had ſhe been pꝛeſent, he began his complaint. Ma⸗ 
dame, behold now the time wherein vonr anger doth kill mee, 
and pour favour revive me, which except von will bear the cru 


ell minde to wozk my Tragedy, reſtoze in wonted tlemency the 


enconrageinent of my hapleſſe labours, which ſince it tyeth in 
your hands, caft-a friendly lwk on the man, that in alt ertre⸗ 
mities is none but pours onely. Ik pou deny mee this (mall 
requeft, neither fhall J adventure the enterpztzes of great 
Brictaĩne, #82 do that honour to you, which my heart hath ever 
deſired, fo ſhall the flower of Chivalrie remaine in their great 
misko2tune, and vou though your-obſfinacte accounted the lofle 
of thenrall; This Knight hath put me in moꝛe danger than e⸗ 
ver did any, yet neither of us both en jsyeth the conqueſt: aud if 
the unfoztunate death return to my ſhare, IJſhall think my 6elf 
honourablyfopledat his hands, but my pwz heart cruelly mar - 
tyred thzongh your hard dealing. 


Then fell they ts the Combate again, not able to charge one 


another ſo fiercely as at the firſt, yet labouring earneſtly to end 
their rike one way oz other, 14hich moved the King eto deſcend 
accompanied with his Knights, and kearing the lofſe of their 
lives, ſeught ko fet them at unity. But ſuch was their deſire 
of victozy, and lo. couragicus 8 nundes in the middeſt of

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molt doubt, that the Ring was faiu to returne , becayſe they 
ive no eat de his perlwallon, Then went N te the 
ber of the his manner he be-

ns 


When the was entred the place of the Juſt, to the great a- 
mazement of all that were pzeſent , ſhe came to the Knight of 
Foruinc and teke him by the arme, uttering theſe wozds, Sir 
Knight, if either you make account of the honour of;Ladics, oz 
will manifelt in your derds that vou owe them auy;duty,, then 
at mv requeſt J intreat pou to leave off the Combat, as well to 
avoid the hazard of your lives , as to content this noble compa- 
ny who are ſatisfyed with your famous exploits. 

The Knight of Forrunc well eſpying the Pzincefſe,and per- 
ceiving her to reſemble the countenance of his fair Polinarda, 
he humbled himſelf on his kne, with theſe wozds. Fair La- 
dy, my deſire hath bern greatly bent ts end this Combate, and 

ko 
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to render this Knight the victozy, as h& hath well deſerved , 
but ſ&jng you habe mas with ſuch a courteous command 
J rather defire death then to y&ld any denyall. | 
Dix. (quoth the Ruight of the Savage man) if I thould repozt 
the eſtimation J have ot your Rnight-hod , with the _ 
charges I have received at pour hands, J migyzt- ſay that juf- ö 
ly which pan have rightly deſerved, pou are the onely Knig dc | 
to whom J will grant wy Conqueſt. But ſd ing you have | 
made grant to hex,  whomin duty I muſt-alway reverence , and | 
that her treaty hath moved pou to eud our debate, if J ſhouid 
contrary what he and you have appointed, J micht woꝛthily 
be repzoached among all Knights, much moze deſpiſcd among 
fair Ladies, 
The P2incefle was ſo well pleaſed with this god agreement 
that giving each of them hearty thanks, ſþ@ returned to her 
Chamber, and the King not a little pleaſed at this god eveut , 
temmanded the Rnights ould be bzoucht inte his Pallace, 
where ſuch reſpe& ſhould de uſed to them, that in ſhozt time 
they might recover their fozmer god health, But the Knight 
Fortune would not accept the Kings offer at that time, but

ſpeak of them. And loth were I to be fo2 
of the Court of Conſtantinople, whs 
travaile in the Foꝛteſt of great Briccaine, truſting to the tickle 
dealings of flxring Foꝛtune. Ths if che favoured them a dap, 
frowned on them again fo? a Months ſpace. after , and when 
theythought themſelves in ſureſt eſtate of gad hap, then were 
they ntereſt to their own deſtruction, |

How Estropa the Euchantreſſe, who had (ent this Damoſell, 
that procured the Combate betweene the Knight af Fortune, 
and the Knight of the Savage mar, cauſed all the Gracian 
Knights to come before her Caſtle, where they ſevered 
themſelves in manner of two Armies, And how ſhe ſent 
two Damoſells more, who (by their feigned reports) ſet 
ſuch a diſcord between both parties, that they prepared 
themſelves to a dangerous Battell. 


a Ulrropa the Enchantreſſe, and Aunt to the Gyant 
8 Dramuſiand, ſcing her Caſtle well ſtezed with 
god Knights, and fearing the time dzewnye to 

S P2event her wicked purpoſe, ſhe ſought ts let ſuch 

LIDIGAL dilcozd among the Rnights, that were lately ar⸗ 
rived in England, as they ſhould without knowledge fporte the 
lives of eachother, Fo2 to this end and purpoſe ſhe framed her 
intent, that if ſhe could execute her will on the couragious 

Kuights,who endeavoured themſelves in the ſearch ok the ftray- 


ed P2inces, ſhe would ſec ſuch Rrife and enmity thozow all 
Chziſtendome, that the Pagans ſhottla tuinate andſpolle all the 


Dominions, and be Lozds over the Rin -

ll ofthe Knights 
bled themſelves in 


gvomes and Countries, 
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And the better to bzing her deviſes to paſs, fhee ſens Da» 
moſels continually abzoad, thzough:the circuit of Great Bric- 
taine, to ſet ſtrife and diſcenſion_betwen all travelling 
Knights, and the Damoſels were ſo diligent in their Mi⸗ 
ſtreſles command, that they daily bzought many god Knights 
into hazard and danger, as You have partly heard, and Hall doe 
hereafter, | 

Due of theſe Damoſels was the occaſion of the Combate be- 
twen Polinarda and the Knight of the Savage man, the very 
ſame Damoſel bzought the Pozſes and Armour to the Pzince 
Placir, aus his companions, She allo ſet the ſtrife between the 
Knight of Fortune, and the Knight of the Savage man,foz thts 
Dameolel had tears at her command, and ſuch ſubtil repozts taz 
the travel of her Piſtreſs, that ſhe was only beloved and eiter 
med with Eutropa, yea the referred the whole ſubſtance of her 
pꝛactiſe to the deceitfulrepozts of that Damolel. 

The Ruichts that were lately come from Conſtantinople, 
and remained a while foz their pleaſure in the Engliſh Court, 
were enfozced by theſe crafty means to take their departure, and 
to ſ&k the adventures that were in great Britrainc. 

So when the Combate was ended, between the Knight 
of Fortune, and the Knight of the Savage man, they diſguiſed 
their. Armour; changed the deviſes of their Shields, leaft they 
chould bee known, and put themſelves in travail which way 
they were enkoꝛmed, to kunde the Caſtle of the Giant Dramu- 


ſiand. 


Eutropa had bꝛougght all the Knights into the field where the 
Caſtle ſtod, ſevering them in two companies, and a River 
running between them, where their Tents were pitched, and 
luch p2oviſion appointed, as though they had determined to 
fight a maine Battail. On the one ſide was Pꝛiuce Gracia, 
Oniſtalde, Dramian, Francian, Polinarda, Tremoran, Claribal, 
and Emeralde the Pair ; on the other fide was the Pyince Be- 
rolde, Dridan, Bellizart,Guerin, Eftrellant, Germain of Orle- 
ance, Platir, Floraman, Blandidon, and Criſpian, with divers o- 
ther. And both the ſides bzought into ſuch eſtate, that they nei- 


ther could tell what the other were, noz by what means they 
L 3 were 
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were bꝛought ints that place. At laſt fozth of the Caftle came 
two Damolels, the one accompanied like a perſsn of great gra- 
vity, the other having no body with her but a young Gentleman 
that was her guide, who pꝛeſently went to the Pavilions nert 
the Caſtle, and the other ts Pꝛince Gracian and his company, 
that were on the farther fide of the River, 

After ſhe was come into the p2eſence of the Pꝛinces, and 
very gently and courteoully entertained, pzeparing her ſelfco a 
d:ccitful courſe, and intermedling her talk with tears, ſhe began 
in this manner. Sir Knights, the renown of pour noble deeds 
and continual Fame of your well employed Knighthed, is ſuk⸗ 


ficient to irritate your ufurping enemies, and to confound all 


ſuch as [well againſt honourable duty, fo that their own dzifts 


Hall pzepare their ju? deſtruction, and their evil devices run in⸗ 


to contempt of the whole wozld. As concerning the pꝛeſump⸗ 
tion J have uſed in my raſh entry, With the bold behaviour yon 
may perceive to my repꝛoach; J ſhall deſtre you, firſk to confi 
der the extremity of my grief, and then to pardon my enfcr- 
wiſer when you are p2ivie to mp paſsions. This ancient Caſtle 
which you may here behold, doth belong to me that have lived 
in it, both a heavie x happy time, in that in times paſt J have been 
better acquatuted with pleaſant cenceits, then for à long time J 
could entoy the like tranquility, as they to whom my misfo2* 
tunes are very well known can witneſs the great alteratton of 
my former eſtate. Foz Fortune among all the liberal benefits 
ſhe bad beſtgwed on me, as wealth to maintaine mee, and a 
quiet Government topzotect me, gave me a Danghter ſo per⸗ 
fect in beauty, fo pure in modeſty, lo p2ecife of her Perſonage, 
and ſo exquifite in her uſual behaviour, that manp noble Gen- 
tlemen have put their lives in hazard to deſerve her god liking 
that was liked of all, 

Great hath been the intreaty of many Honeurable perſona- 
ges to have her in marriage, which J have always denied till 
now, making choiſe ok one above alt the other, J have agreed 
to accompliſh his impoꝛtunate deſire. 

This being known to a Knight who had long time been a 
Suter, vet never {9 koztunate ag to gain his intent, now Pres 

meth 
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meth upon his ſtrength ts take her from me by force, and ts in. 
jure him that hath obtainen my conſeut to eſpoule her. Ju ſigue 
whereof(pointing to the Pavillious of the other Knights on the 
farther fide of the river) behold where he hath placed his Tents 
ts invade my Caſtle, and though the help of his friends, pur- 
poſeth to ruinate this mine ancient dwelling, and to uſe violence 
to her, who is betrothed to another. When I confidered there 
was us means toremedp the neceſſity of my caſe, but either to 
keep my Hold, and there be famiſhed, oz peld my (elf to my 
foes, and (a be diſhonoured ; I ſent one of my Damoſels to the 
Engliſh Court, at whoſe requeſt you are here arrived in this 
place, where pou may beholy mp uſurping enemy, and the great 
danger I ſtand in of the hard award of Foztune. And once moze 
have J ſent by way of intreatp, ts will them bzeak up their 
ſiege, and not to trouble me koz her whom thep cannot have, 
though they ule never luch violence, But ſuch is the great ma- 
lice of this Knight, & his intent linked to ſuch an ert ream pur. 
poſe, that neither gentleneſs map intreat him, noꝛ fair demeg- 
nour ſerve to perſwade him. WMherekeze noble Gentlemen, as 
you reſpec the honour of an opp2eſſed Uirgin, and the oath that 
pour Knighthod hath avouched in this behalf, tand now her 
friend who is voyd of all defence,and maintain her cauſe, which 
is both fo2 pour renown, and her god Fame koz ever. 

She having thus ended her coyned pꝛoteſtation, they ſled de⸗ 
bating with themſelves what anſwer they ought to make her, 
at laſt the Wince Gracian (they having referred all to his diſ- 
poſttion)twk the Damolel by the hand, aud thus ſhaped his an- 
lwer, Fair Lady, ſince this honourable company have appoin- 
ted me (unwo2thy) to anſwer on their behalf, and that wee are 
perſwaded you would not infozm us of any mil⸗repozt: thus A 
dare warrant fo2 them all, that Pou ſhall find them as ready to 
defend pou, as Your enemy dare pꝛeſume any way to molef 
you. The Damoſel hearing the anſwer of the Pꝛince Graci- 
an fs be ſuch as ſerved fit fo2 her purpoſe, gave them all heartp 
thanks, aud calling her tears again into remembzance urged 
the Knights to ſuch pitty, that they greatly deſtres to enter 
Combate with the other N Then returned the — 
4 more 
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molck, that had bern with the other Knights (informing them 
likewiſe of ſuch a falſe repo2t ; ) when being entred the Pavili⸗ 
on to the Damoſell ,(with.courteſie) ſhe gave fozth thele ſpt- 
ches. Madam, the enemp to your honour, andfriend to his own 
damage, will not be perſwaded,but will follow this enterp2tze: 
and in deriſiou ſcoffeth at this noble aſſembly, repo2ting them 
to bee ſo weak, that they dare not ſhew themſelves, 

Theſe woꝛds urged Oniſtalue unto ſuch anger, that he p2e- 
ently bzake fo2th ints theſe ſpeeches : J beleeve that had they 
tried thoſe whom they have adventured to dare, they ſhould 
finde the chaſtifement of their peremptozp bzags, to bee an- 
ſwerable in effect; as they have juſtly deſerved; Tuſb(quoth Po- 
linarda)it is eaſy fo2 our enemy to talke his pleaſure; but when 
he ſhall find his treachery; rewarded with due recompence, her 
will wiſh her had uſed himſelf moze friendly to. this Lady, 
whom he hath ſo greatly injured. Then Francian was deſi 
rous to ſend them defiance , which the Damoſell would not 
ſuffer, leaſt her dealings ſhould ber eſpyed, but to wozk the ſu- 
rer in her deceit , ſhe ſent the other Damoſell- once moze to 
will them to depart pzeſently, whereto ik they made denyall , 
that fhee ſhould ſummon them in Armes to p2epare fox the 
fight. In meane while ſher was gone on her meſſage , this o⸗ 
ther crafty Gyꝛle uſed ſuch familiarity with the PÞzince Graci- 
an and the other Rnights, that their hearts were inflamed a- 

ainſt them beyond the River; To whom the other Damoſell 

had repozted, that the Pzince Gracian and his company did 
endeavour themſelves to take the Caffle from her Miffreſſe 
perfozce , whereupon, ſh# requeſted them to defendher Mi⸗ 
ſtreſſes right, and ts cauſe them-know they went about a diſloy⸗ 
all enterpzize. 

The Pꝛince Floraman having well pondered: the wo2ds of 
the Damoſel , returned her pzeſentlythis anſwer. Albeit our 
duty is to defend any diſtreſſed per ſon, c to gain-ſap the miſhap 
of any inſured Lady, yet reaſon willeth us, ere we pꝛeſume tw 
haftily, to be acquainted with the cauſe, aud well adviſed ere we 
begin luch a raſh attempt, elſe may our enemy judge, wee tome 
mo2e upon a bꝛavery, than Ruighthod may warrant our beha- 
visur, 
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viour, and ſo run into danger our ſelves, fo2 that the rightkulk 
cauſe hath: alwapes the victozy. Uiherefoze thus reſolve peur 
ſelf, wee will firſt know ik your Repoz2ts bee of truth oz no + 
leaſt wee enter ints ſuch defects, as wee may perhaps repent 
us. 

With that, the Damoſel began to rehearſe their pꝛomite, at 
ſuch time as the delivered them Hozſes & armour in their great 
neceſſity, foꝛ which cauſe ſhee deſired them to accompliſh their 
pꝛomiſe, thzeatning them that their Mobility might be defaced 
in denying their wozds, Truſt me (anſwered Platit) I have ſuch 
a gd opinion in their dealings.that the would not uſe periwa- 
ſion to us of an unt roth. Mheretoze tell us fair Lady, doch pour e- 
nemy ſtill remaine reſolute in his determination - Albeic my 
Compantons deuy to aid you as they have avouched,yet will F a- 
bide by pou ts the death, in what J have pzomiled; 

Then the Pꝛince Berolde coming ts the Damolell, began as 
thus, Can we(fair Lady) ſ& you in ſuch great hazard, and not 
imploy our.ſelves to give you ſuccour- No aſſure your ſelf , fo 
mine own part, and ſo J dare avouch foz the reſt of mp com: 
pany-, that we will pawa the bled of our hearts, ere we will 
ler you remain in ſuch a heavineſſe, The Damoſell at theſe 
wozds, returned to the Wzince Gracian , dertifping them of 
their willingnefſe to the fight, and not long ſhe ſtayed, but re- 
turned to them again, her face all beſpzent with tears, which 
was the chief vaile to cover her treaſon, and thus ſhe ſpake, 

Now Gentlemen, pour quarrell is of moze fozce then befoze 
fo: they having my Lady and Miſtreſle in their hold, have vow: 
ed not to let her vepart , without ſhe will render to them her 
Caſtle, And moꝛeover, they ſend you wozd by way of defiance , 
that they are ſo ready to deal with you, as they judge vou dare 
not come fozth to them, either to defend the cauſe of my Lady 
oz to make p2aof of your lopalty. 

This repozt p2ovoked ſuch an rarneſt dere in the Knights, 
that they mounted on Þo2leback, and began to ſhew them⸗ 
ſelvesin the fietd , — — behaviour, with their often re⸗ 
courſes , that the other Knights could enjoy noreft, till they 
were tikewiſe pꝛepartd, Foz ſuch was the envious n 
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dt Eitropa, that in this fight thee ſet the Son againft the # a- 
ther, one Bother againſt another,andthe deareſt friends to ber 
enemies one to another: and to \& how furiouſly they behaved 
themſelves (not knowing them they kought againſt) would have 
made one judge, there was no other means but pꝛeſent death, 
Duch was the koꝛce of her devilliſh deviſes, in the Trealenable 
attempts the Damoſelsunvertok, that neither civility was re- 
garded, noz their own ſafety at this time reſpected. 
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CHAP. XXXVIII, 


How after the Damoſels had ended their ſubtil perſwaſtons, 
che Knights joyned themſelves together to a dangerous and 
doubtful fight, wherein they had ſo ſore endamaged one 
another, that their lives ſtood in hazard of any recovery. 
And how the Sage Aliart ſeeing the intcut of Emtrops, to 
work the utter ſpoyl of the couragious Knights, came and 
charmed them in ſuch order, chat they quickly left off the 
Battail. W hen as the Giant Dramapend came forth with the 
Captive Princes ( who greatly lamented to ſee their Sons 
and kindred in ſuch doubtful eſtate) and took them all Pri- 
ſoners into his Caſtle, 


Oocbat the Damolels had accomplished the diſ⸗ 
opal p2actiſe of their Piſtreſs Eutropa, theyde« 

2 parted, leaving the Knights in readineſs to en- 
ter the Battail, who had ſo changed their Ar- 
ESSA2z mor; and the veviſes of their Shields, that ther 
had no knowledge one of another. The Pzince Gracian was at * 
tired in green Armour, mingled with ſpots of white. and a Coat 
of Mayl over it of the ſame colour, in his Shield he bare a red 
Lion ramping; in a field of Sinople, Oniftalda had his Armour 
black, whereon in artificial deviſe was made pꝛetty things, re- 
ſembling the Scale of a Fish, and in his Shield he bare our 


Gorgons 
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Gorgons head, his Bother Dramian being armed in the 
ſame manner, 

The Armour of Baziliart was ſomewhat green, very thick 
beſet with Lioneſſes of Gold, bearing in his Shield koz his de⸗ 
viſe an Eagle. Francian had is Armour reſembling little 
flames of fire: in his Shield likewiſe the ſame oder of deviſe, 
Dridan was armed in black, bearing in his Shield the Tower 
of Babilon. Polin arda had his Armour of a ſandy colour, where⸗ 
on was painted many broken Spears, in token he had loſt the 
victo2p accatnff the noble Floraman, when hee adventured for 
the beauty of fair Polinarda, and having koz his deviſe in his 
Shield, a Spear bꝛoken inthe middeſt. Friſo! had his armour in 
colours, beſet with ſundzy pꝛetty antique faces of Sable, and in 
his Shield he bare a white Lion in a Golden flece. 

Tremoran was attired in a Carnation coloured Armour ve- 
ry bzavely beſet with Golden Pellicans, and the deviſe in his 
Shield was the Image of Sagitrartas, Luyman of Burgondy, 
and Claribald of Hunsaria, had their Armour white, and their 
Shields alike in deviſes, Flavian, and Emeralde the Fair, 
had their Armour black, finely beſet with red, and in 
2 Shields the reſemblance of a fair Cloud in a Field of 

User. 

The Rvights on the other fide of the River. were in like 
manner dilguiſed, giving shew to their enemies of their 
haughty courage and magnanimity. The Pꝛince Bero de firff 
advanced himſelf in the field, his Armour black, whereon was 
cunningly beſpꝛead the tears of a Lover, and in his Shield 
a bleding heart, rent violently in a number of peces. Don Ro- 
ſucl os oe came nert him, their Armour of green and 
Carnation colour, bearing in their Shields the amszous pal: 
ſions of a Lovers mind in a field of Azure, Eſtrellant would 
not change his Armour, but defaced the deviſe of his Shield, 

That he could not be known. Tr ofoil n hed his Armour green, 
whereon was figured many golden Doves and in his Shield 
he bare the Trojan Hoꝛſe in a field of Sable. Gucrin was in 
white Armour, bearing in his Shield a Peacock, in a field 


which reſembled the colour of many Needles. Rotaud vr , 
and 
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and Criſpian of Macedon, were both armed alike, Germain 
of O.Jcunce had his Armour of Azure, bearing in his Sheild 
a beautifull Damoſel , which is kept in remembꝛance of the 
fair Florenda, Daughter to Arnedes King of France, fo 
whoſe ſake hee determined to tey the Adventures of great Bric- 
tain: Platir, Floraman, Blandidon, and Pompides, to whom 
the Damoſel of Eutropa » had delivered Do2ſes and Armour 
came fozth, their Doſes all alike, and their Armour black, 
beſct with ſilver Swans, their Helmets very ſumptuouſly 
Kilded,and ado2ned with rich Pearls, and in their Shields their 
Deviſes were all alike,which was the (moaky Fo2ge aud Anvil 
of god Vulcan the Smith. 

Both the Companies marching fo2ward till they met, where 
thep beheld each other in marvailous great contempt, when ta⸗ 
king occaſion as it ſerved, thep couched their ſpears and encoun- 
tred together very valiantly. Between them continued ſuch a 
dangerous fight, that with the ſoze hurts they received, ag alſo 
the great debility they were all bzought into, that the effuſion 
of their blod, witneſſed their earneſt deſire of Uics2y, and the 
adverſe eſtates of them all, remained as a pattern of their great 

eritl. 
, Don Edaar.\, Primalcon, Recinde, Arnedes, Belcar, Ver- 
nar, and the Soldan Bellagris, ſtanding with Dramuſiand in a 
window of the Caſtle, beheld the ficrce aſſaults of theſe couragi- 
aus Knights, whereto they gave ſuch commendation-as the moſt 
haughty erploit that ever they had ſen, which moved Don Edo- 
ard to ſay, J have in times paſt, not only ſeen many a notable 
Bkirmith, but alſo have had experience, ot the behaviour of many 
noble Knights, pet comparing them paſt, with this which I now. 
bchold, J muſt needs ſay, all the reſt have ben counterfeit, and 
this is only woꝛthy eternal commendations, Judced(quoth Pri- 
malcon) the adventures in this place is marvailous, which ma⸗ 
keth me ts ſuſpend my judgement of this couragious aſſembly, 
but if it be a natural fight indeed, and no imagination, given un.

and knowing it had come to paſſe bythe means of his Aunt, and

As foꝛ a convenient time, he could wiſh koz ns better then 
was at that pꝛeſent: when he would lay ſiedge to Conſtantino- 
ple it had no other Rampier of dekence, then the aged Empe⸗ 
rour, whole years foʒ bad him to entet ths field, and whoſe Do. 
minions lay ready- at his own appointment. As kfoz the noble 
couragidus Knights, whom-all the wozld feared, and were the 
onelyſafeguard to that famous City, were in fuch à place, where 
they had moꝛe need of ſuccour themlelves, then come to defend 
the aged Emperour.

.- a bzave. company. of well appointed Ruights, among whom 
were Syants of a monfruous ature, Which gave him sccaffon 
to ſitppsle, that he was arrived at the place where {d many 
famous Knights were detained P24oners: vet Was he dziven 


into 
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intoa great doubt, in that ſuch comely Knights ſhould kerpe 
companie with ſuch ugly fellows, At laſt, he beheld all the 
Knights, pzeparing themſelves as it were to Juſt ; when( af- 
ter he had done his devotions in p2apers, as was his accuſto⸗ 
med ule) he received a Spear from his Eſquire, which he char- 
ged toward Recinde the Ring of Spaine. When Dramuſiand 
law the great courage of the Kuight of the Savage man, they all 
came down to the fwt of the Bꝛidge, meaning, as it was their 
cuſtome, the Pzince Don Edoard ſhould have the firf courſe :

Pal dare came to end their tale, giving theſe wozds to the 
Knight of the Savage man, Since (Sir Rnight ) pon have 
done moze in the Juſt, than everp one ſuppoſed to be in pour 
power, von muſt now endeavour pour fcff to deal with me a 
while, foz that all ſuch as enter this alley, are bound to fulfit 
this ancient Cuſtome.

Dramuſiand, Don Edoard, any Primalcon, commended mar⸗ 
ve louſly the hardineſſe of the Knight of the S. vage man, At 
length, ſuch was the god Foztune of this noble Knight, that he 
brought Pandare on both his knees, where he had ſent his head 
from his ſhoulders, had not the Giant Alligan come peſently

Havour in his ght, as though her had not been lo wearied as 
he was, but yet his derteritie , and magnanimitie of courage, 


had not the power to abaſh the hardie Dramuſiand: who was 
both effemed and appzoved, to be one of the ſtrongeſt Knights 
under the Sun, 

The Knight of the. Savage man, found this enterp213e the 
worſt that he had as yet attempted, the happie ending whereof ,

dy mind. Mith theſe wazds they went to it again cherefully , 
delivering luch fozceable vlows to each other, that in ſho2t time 
their -weakuefle withdzew them from any moze hurt, Fo} 
though the Kuight-of the Savage man were in great debility , 
Vramuſiand was bzought into as great danger, that the Regars 
bauts knew not to whom to impute the moſt hurt: ſo that the 
Gyaut would gladly, that the Knight had made acceptisn to his 
m ery he felt himſelf to have received ſinall advantage 
in this fight, 

But no marvaile , if the Knight of the Savage man were 
weake indeed having juſted and dealt with ſo many befoze, pet 
did he alway bear ſuch a-courage,, that they who beheld him, 
luppoſed the contrary.

Dramuſiand was condused inte his Fo:tlfle, where he was 
diligently attended by his Aunt Eutropa, whFfearing leaſt at 
this time, the Knights would wake meanes to eſcape away , 
He locke d them inte a great Hall altogether , where they had 
no light but what came in at a very ſmall Window , at which 
likewiſe; they received ſuch things as was needful fo2 them, 
Yu this onder ſhe uſed them, till Dracuſtand and his Gyants 
had recovered their fozmer health, when (ſhe ought themfo2th 
again into their accuſtomed Chambers, greatky diſpleaſed that

to the aged King Freder:ike, who cauſed it to bee placed in 
the Houſe of EN, amongit the Armour of many famous 


Knights. 


He rendwaed Ruight of Fortune, ( whom 
through vecaſion we left to- ſpeak of) re» 
2 mined fo long in the Houſe of the nacient 
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fiad-the Caſtle of Dramuſiand, At laſt; arriving at the fat of 
a mountain, he eſpyed a little Pavillion, wherein were a great 
many lighted Tozches , which becauſe the dark night was 
ſome what entred,gave a very great ſhow of light to-the place, 
this range fight moved him to take his way thither , as 
well to {& what it might bee, as to dive other fancics away 
that greatly annoyed his mind.

The Raight of Fortune greatly diſplcaſed, to ſee this Knight 
bꝛought into ſuch extremity , began to conceive better eftima- 
tion of the adventure ; then ever her did befoe, albeit he was 
greatly abached, that ſ@agada Knight had failed in that enter⸗ 
pꝛtze.

The Knight of Fortune whoſe mind was matvatlouſly re- 
vived at the wozds of Don Roſiran perſwaves Himſelf that 
the Knight of the Savage man was his Bother Florian, fo2 
which cauſe her offered to imbꝛace him as hee lay, but on x ſid- 
dane there entred four men, who lifting up the Bere upon 
their ſhoulders, departed away with it in very ereathaſte, The 
Rnight of Fortune endeavouring to follow them , they willed

Then 
ſuddenly turning his thoughts to his fair Polinarda,inthis mans 
ner he began to utter his amozous complaints. Madame, if at

P uinces would not depart from thence, till 
the Knight of Fortune were able to bear 
them company, to whom the Damolels 
neither ſpared labour, no2 god indeavour, 

9 lo that they had god hope in ſhoꝛt time, he

At theſe woꝛds, the King to Floraman by the hand, and 
walked with bim to the Chamber where the Queen and Pzin⸗ 
ceſſe were ſitting, who welcomed him very graciouſly, and uſed 
him accozding as his noble birth required, Floraman being 
never ſo happy, as befoge this inſtant to have a ſight of the 
Pꝛinceſſe Flerida, eſtæemed Himſelf the gladdeſt Knight alive

a happy end, and their grievous ſozrows finiſhed with a gene · 
ral delight, in that they have recovered their wonted liberty, 
albeit it hath been bought with a ſharp reſiſtance.

This news were ſo blazed them the City of London,

not bewꝛaping his intent to any, he determined to travaile till 
he came into England, Ss accompanied wirh the Empꝛeſſe A- 
grioſa, and ſuch Knights as bee med his Royal eſtate to have 
with him: he paſſed thꝛough Germany, where at divers Citys 
he was honourably received, and at laſt landed on the Toaſt of 
England.

whom the Empꝛeſle commanded to ſtay with her, becauſe ſher 
had a great deſire to talk and conferre with them, 

All the Ruights determined with themſelves to pzepare ſome 
notable ſhowes of pleaſure, wherewith they might delight the 
minds of the Emperour, that he might perceive what lolle both 
Chziſtendome, and their noble Parents ſhould have had, if 
Foꝛtune had determined their continual ſervicude to the Giant 
Dramuſiand, and had not wzought the means to grant chem 


their liber ty. 


The Emperoꝛ and Agriola, paſſed away the time in pleaſant 
communication, to hear what adventures their noble Sons had 
paſſed, and pet ſafely to eſcape ſuch a bitter plunge, foz which 
they bath lauded F o2fune, and eſteemed their age, the happieſt 
time of their iife; Then would he often declare to Agrioha , 
what ſharpe aflaults her had endured in that Chamber, being a⸗ 
mozous of her love, and beſtowing his affairs in her ſervice 
wiſhing fox the time again, wherein he ſpent his flouriſhing 
youth lo valtantly. | 

But knowing that his deſire, was unpoſſible to be recove- 
red, he delighted to rehearſe what pleaſant conceits had paſſeb 
betwen him and her. as well when ſhe was cop, as when thee 


ms ge acceptation of his courteſie, and ſhewed her the ſecret pla- 


ces of danger, which full many a time he made hazard in, when 
he had defire'to ſpeak with her. But now conſidering how his 
ancient time had cut off ſuch amozous dꝛifts as then he put in 


pꝛactiſe, between tears and pleaſant talke, hee pafſed this re. 
membꝛance 
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membzance in his ſilent thoughts, knowing that yeuth mu& of 
fozce give place toage : and as then he had pleaſure in amozous 
deviſes, ſa now to content his age with ancient diſcourſes. And 
often would he rehearſe, what ſtrange and rare adventures his 
Sons had repozted during the time they ſought fo2 the ſtrayco 
P2ince, alſo the pleaſures at Conſtanunople : which was a 
means to perſ\wane his urgent paſſions, and to fo2ſake (uct; 
complaints, as were bootleſſe to be rehearſed, 
he faic Awora had no ſwner left her oldand ancient Hus 
band, and ſhewed her bzight beams upon the earth, but that 
Galleries and Scaffolds were made about the Tiltyard, where 
the Knights deter mines to ſhew the Emperour their valour. 
The Rnights of England and Allemaigne, held both one ſive 
together, and the Grecian Knights maintained the other ſide : 
each one behaving themſelves with ſuch haughty courage, that 
the Emperour did aſſign them ſingular commendations, Foz 
ſometimes Foztune maketh choice of a weak Champion, and 
alloweth him to be as adventurous as the moſt hardie Knight: 
even ſo the weak and ſtrong prevailed ſo well together, that 
both ſides were pꝛaiſed, and the noble States ſufficiently plea:

whole beard was grown ſo white, with anguiſh of minve , 


and his face ſo wan by reaſon of his continual mouryjne, that 


he ſted in doubt whether it were the Emperour of no, but 
that he was certified thereof, by the people which made their re- 
courſe thoꝛow the ſtreets. Mho told him, that reps2t was gl- 
ven abzoad, how the Sculdans of Babylon and Perlia, had gathe » 
red a mighty Army, intending to beſiedge their City, which 
made the Emperour in his own perſon , to go ſ to the foxtift« 
ing of the walls, that his Rampiers of defence might be ready 
coreſift the enemy, Argolaiit coming befoze the Emperonr , 
( who pꝛeſently knew him) atighted, and kneeling down, hum⸗ 
bly killed his hand, to whom the Emperour thus ſpake, Pou 
may ſ& Argolant, inte whit neceſſity the City of Conſtantinople 
is now unhappily fallen, which in times paſt hath urged mee to 
the opinion that neither warres could ſupplant it, Treaſons in- 
vade it, no any viſloyal accident once uſe ſpight againſt it. But 
[ch is the alteration of times; and ſo uncertain the favour of 
F o2tune, that the famous Monuments of molt honour and an- 
tiquity, are as ſan ſubverted as the weakeſt defence, ſo that it 
remaineth to mee ts ſap , which once J could juſtly ſay, J have 
bene happy. Foz ſuchis the danger th2eatned to our eftate , 
and ſo doubtful the miſchance , that may ſuddainly annoy us. 
as my Subjects and every hour in fear of their lives, and 
my [elf in deſpair of my own ſafety, Becauſe J want thole , 
whoſe names in the care of mine enemies, hath earried as great 
eſtimation of hot reſiſtance, as now being abſent , do over- 
charge mee with a cold comfozt. But how kareth thy Sove- 
raigne Lozd, the King of Eneland: to demand fot other tinings 
were as needleſſe, as J ſuppoſe them helpleſſe. 
Tf it ſhall like pour highneſſe (anſwered Argolant) the King 
my Soveraigne and Loyd, ſaluteth pour Imperiall eſtate, with 
all happin.\ſe that he can wif, oz you poſſibly veſire, as fo2 my 
charge, if you will vouchſafe the place, where the Empꝛeſſe Gr1- 


donia, ant the sther Ladies may be pꝛeſent, yon ſhall all * 
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tified {A truſt) to your contentations, The Emperour at theſ? 
wozds rode ſtreight to his Palace, not ſtaping till hee came 
where the Empzefſe-Gridonia, and the fair Polinarda, were 
fitting altogether, but Argolant miſſing Bazilia, wife to the 
Paince Vernat, began on this wife ts intreat the Emptrour. 
Let it not be offenſive to your Pighneſſe, in that J trifle time 
ſo long, becaule I want one here to be partner of my happy ty- 
dings, which is the fair Bazilia, whoſe heart (J am right ſure) 
bath thought the abſence of her Lozd Vcrnar ti kong. 

The Smperour ſuppoſing there was ſome glad tydings te- 
ward, in that they concerned uot one alone, but all ſuch as had 
long time been oppꝛeſlen with heavineſſe, and knowing like - 
wiſe the Pzincefle Bazilia would hardly leave her Chamber: 
toke the pains to go koz her himſelf”, when being all ſet 
dowrtogether, Argolaoc in this manner uttered his Ambaſ- 
ſage.

they might do nothing without the conſent of this wicked Bu- 
tropa)he withſſod her helliſh charms, the foxce of her nephew 
the Giant, aud kulfilled that haughty attempt, which could be ft. 
niſhed by no other. And our Pzincs Don Edoard chancing firſt 
into this miſhap, was appointep to endure the firſt Juſt again 
all that came: lo that thzough the help of two Giants (whom 


the Knight of Fortune hath valiauthy fopled ) ail the wandzing

Then turning to the Princeſs Bazil:a,he began tour⸗ 
teoufly to ſalute-her as thus. Jt fwd with cod reaſon, fair La⸗ 
dy, that your pzeſence ſhould be partaker of theſe happy tydings 
inſamuch as you (J am fure) have ſuffered no fmall afflictons 
foz the abſence of your dear friend the Pzince Veraar, whom J 
can aſſure you tobe in as god health as poit can Wiſh ; ſaving 
that her is not here, as pou could willing ly be content, and her 
himſelf, as in (ho2t time hee will, J dare warrant pon. 

Gridonia raviſhed with the repoꝛt of Argolant, was ſo fud- 
denly overcome bn Slog jop, that ſhe caught the Pzinreſs 
Baziliain her arms {either of them tur ex of one fickneſfe) that 
one could hardly judge, whether their pzelent gladnels excelled 
their paſſed grief, oz in what oꝛder they received theſe news , 
but it ſufficeth, they had god cauſe to be pleaſant. 

The Empelle came and tok either of them by the hand, 
conducting them ints her Ozatozy, where in hearty and ſo- 
lemm devotions, they gave thanks to God fox this pzoſperons' 
ſucceſſz. In the mean while, the Emperoz deſtred Argolanc 
to rehearſe the names of ſuch noble P2zinces and Knights, as 
were partners in this long Captivity, which when he har 
heard he greatly rejoyced, that the flouriſhing noble miudes of 
all Chziſtendome , bare part of the miſhaps of the renowned 
Engliſh Pzince + a token of their great love and friendſhip » in 
that they dildained not the terroꝛ of ſuch hard misfo2tune, to 
bear him company, whom all haughty hearts did honour.

But ſuch are the 
changes and mutabilities of Foztune, who, when the heart is 
dꝛowned iu gricf, paſt any gad hope, ſhe ſendeth a happy ſur⸗

about it, that they might the better.behold this haughty at⸗ 
tempt, When the Emperour with fair Agriola, Ring 
Frederick, the Que the Pꝛinceſſe Flerida, Don Edoard., 
Primaleon, with t her Ladies and Gentlemen of the Court 
were come to the place appointed fo2 them to ſe this Tourna⸗ 
ment, the Engliſh Knights entred the Liſts where then 


meant to manifeſt the affection they ba»o chen Lavies, that 
in howour of thete favours, Icy feared not to hazard the utter 


molk of their liveg. 

After them entred the Grecian Knights, every one bzavelje 
mounted and attired in fair new cempleat Armour, which 
graced their perſons mar vailouſlie the Pꝛince ©racian by their 
general conſent was choſen Captain, to whom they referred 
the ſtate of their conduct fo2 that day, becauſe Palmerin of Eng- 
land would not enter the Juſt againſt his Friends, leaſt his 
valeur ſhould turne to their diſadvantage. 

At the ſound of the Trumpet they all pꝛepared themſelves 
encountring one another with ſuch Knightlie courage that the 
States pꝛeſent, with the whole multitude of people attributed 
great commendation to this hardie exploit, koz that they dil⸗ 
mounted one another on either ſide; as it was doubtkul to ſap , 
which companie were likeft of vigozie.

In like manner Carlente ſped at the hands of the Prince 
Berolde, and conſequentlie the Engliſh Knights (albeit their 
devs did juſtlie merit eternal commendations , both at the 
Tilt and Tournep) were urged to the repulſe , 'becauſe the 
Grecian Rnights were the ſtronger ſide. 

Bcrolde bzeaking thoꝛough the rankes nſing ſuch ſingular 
behaviour in all his attempts, as was greatlie liken of the

Eutropa came to the 
affiſfance of Claribal, at ied with Sir Pridos, Aic'1- 
rin, Lambert, Requendat, Rugeralde, Flocandriſſe, Alberraz, 
Lamonſtrant, and Brutamont, againſt whom, to maintain the 
quarrel of the Pꝛince Berolde, came Gracian, Priſol, Loyman, 
Oniſtalde, Dramian Tenebrant, Don Roſucl, and Bazilliarde, 
all theſe behaving themſelves very gallantlie in Armes: pet 
at this brunt they were to weak to reſiſt the hot aſſaults of the 
valiant Engliſh Pzinces , which was fill maintained with 
freſh ſupplie of noble minds. f 
They being in ſome doubt to gain the overthzow, ſuddenlie 
entred the field _ Fr .Croo of Oric-

without notable pzaiſe, ana the Engliſh Knights came ſtill a- 
freſh ſo fiercehe on them, that the Grecian Knights were 
thzough mere conſtraint urged to retire, ;

i[lufrious aſſemblie⸗ The Ringſuppoſing ſome glad tidings 
toward, requeſted all the Pꝛinces to vouchſafe their audience, 
when being every one quietlie placed to their own content, 
Aliart humbling himſelf to the Pzinceſſe Flerida, began as 
followeth, _. 

Madame, it were hard foz me to diſtinguich, between your 
extream griefs paſſed, and the [wert ſolace you enjoy at this 
pꝛeſent:foz albeit,this is to be thought bepond compariſon, yet 
in time when pou were heavie, pour woeful complaints were 
equallie as vehement, as they that were pꝛivie to their adverſe 
caſe could eaſilie bear with the urgent cauſe, But referring 
long dfſcourſe of matter, you are to efem your ſelf highlie 
honoured, by this ns leſſe haughtie then happie , and famous 
Knight of Fortune, who fo2 pour ſake hath ſuffered the an- 
notance, of paine , in recompence of the dangerous travel 
you ſuſtained fo2 him, at-ſuch- time as you were delivered of 
two Childzen in the unfo2tunate Forreſt, when pour Lozd' had 
left pou, Foz when the Savage mam had taken him and this 
redoubted Knight your Sonne Flotian , his. Bzother to ſa- 
crifice them to the ravenous jawes of his grey Lions, pitie 
ſo pierced the heart of his poꝛe and loving wife, that ſhe ſavey 
them from the blovie flaughter, audnouriſhed them as _—

ly, as ſhe didthis other who is her own Chilve, And Madame, 
let not be fozgotten the wozds Sir Pridos rehearſed unto pou ,

this inſtant her pꝛomiſe is accompliſhed, your noble Lozy Don 
Edoard is reſtozed, and pour two loſt Sonnes fafe and ſound 
recovered, whole bzave Knight ly valeur hath Gfficientlydiſ. 
_ the ſozrow, that then your ar ſliged perſon ſuffered. 

The Knight of Fortune is your Sonne Palmcrin, to when 
you gave that name, in honour of the Empertur Palmerinpour 
Father, who by the means of the Knight Polendos receivey 
pour Sonne into his Court, when he likewiſe cauſev him to be 
tearmed by his own name. : 
And this adventurous Ruight of the Savage man, is pour 
other Sonne, which ac to the place of his Birth, von 
called him Florian of the Forreſt, him have pon nouriſhed and 
bzought up by your Potherlie care, albeit he was known ts 
you fo no other then a Stranger, Thus to knit up pour fot« 
mer joy, I thought ged to pꝛeſume lo farre, as ts make pou 
partners of that, which was not known to any but oulie Gon 
and my ſelf, . 

The Pzinceſle Flerida and Don Edoard well viewing one 
another, were ſuddenlie raviſhed with ſuch an inward joy, as 
it is unpollible foz mee to give ndgement thereon; then ahne.

the Ring and all there pzeſent unto ſuch delight, that they could

Then dzew he fozth a little Book, whereon having read 
a pꝛetty while, the Savage man and his Wife ſuddenlie entred 
the Hall, who had nourithed Palmerin and Florian, ſalong in 
their Cave, when pꝛeſentlie the two P2inces beholving them, 
went and imbzaced them both with great conrteſte , the like 
did Silvian, who (having learned moze civility in Court, then 
when he remained wikh his Father in the Cave) kneled 
down unto them as was his duty. The Pzinceſſe Flerida 
received ſuch excerding joy, that ſhoe imbꝛaced them both very 
lovingly ; And Palmerm thinking it great diſhonour to him, 
to bee unmiudful of his Nurſes that had uſed him ſo gentlie, 
toke them by the hand, and bzought them befoze the King:

Then Don Edoard their noble Father in remembꝛance of 
the valiant behaviour he had ſ&n in them both, at the Caffle 
of Dr amuſiand received them in his armes with ſuch courte⸗

Palmerin of England, held the Sage Aliart in great eſtimati- 
on. when he perceived he was allyed to him in kindzed, fo that 
altogether he framed his delight to be in his company,and would 
not attempt any thing, but he Hould be pꝛivy to it.

How he Emperour Trineus, the King of England with all 
the Princes and Ladies , rodetowards the © Calle of Dr a- 
w#ſfiand, where by the way they ſaw the Cave of the S. 
vage max, wherin the two Princes had been ſo long time 
nouriſhed» And how all the way they rode, the Sage Aliare 
preſented them with many rare and brave devices, untill 
luch time as they arrived at the Caſtle. Where they met 
with a ſtrange Knight, who in honour of the Beauty of his 
Lady Mirag ar das oſtcd with divers of the Princes, and 
departed again from thence unknown to any but the Sage 
Alart , bY diſcovercd to Palmerim of Evgland his name , 
and whence he C Was. 


IF N the Pozning , the Knights who had behaves 

% themlelves ſo wozthily in the Triumph, pꝛovi⸗ 
ding them of new and rich Armour, made great 
hafte , becauſe they would bee r ereayy to go with 
the Giant Dramuſfand ,only b thep would 
— their Ladies in bearing them company to ſe this Ca⸗ 
ſtle. At their departure kozth of London, the King by ſound 
of Trumpet and Herald cauſed them ts ber pzoclatmed, that no 
Citiʒeus would offer to follow them, becanſe he had vetermi- 
ned (being ſo many of themſelves ) that none ſhould enter the 
Caſtle, but the Ladies and the Knights. Foz that night hee 
concluded ts lye in the Foꝛteſt, and therefoze ſent ſuch pꝛoviſi⸗ 
on of Tents and Pavilions, that when they were arrived there, 
they found every thing to their own contentment. 

The P2incelſe Flcrida was veffrousto ſpd2t her ſelf about 
the Forreſt, and walking by the place where ſher hav ſuffered 
the extream pangs of her travail, the Savage man tame and 
humbled himſelf unto her , declaring how in that place he 
took the two Princes from her ; and nouriſhed them in his 
Cave which was near adjoyning, On this repozt, the Knights

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were deſirous to ſt his Cave, ſo taking leave of the Pꝛinces,

one another, about the ftrange conceits they perceived in this 
Cave, which made them to judge, that in times paſt, it had been 
the ſolitarp dwelling of ſome Noble-man exiled from his coun- 
try, but therein they were greatly deceived. Foz this ancient @- 
difice, was erected by the Enchantreſſe Mellia, who kept that 
place a great while, during the Reign of the Ring Armace her 
Bꝛother, Vrganda and ſhe lived both at one time, as it is reher- 
ſed in the Hiſtoꝛy of the Emperour Splandian, Son to the val i- 
ant and moſt magnificent Ring Amadis, and the Pꝛinceſſe Ori- 
ana his Mie, Qu ot Great Britain. When the Pzinces and 
Knights had ſatisfied their minds in beholding this place, they 
returued to the Pavillions to their Ladies; Who welcommed 
them all very lovingly and Primaleon ſitting down by his Si⸗ 
ſter Flcrida, rehearſed to her the manner of the Cave, where the 
two Pꝛinces were nouriſhed ; TAhich did not alittle content 
= minde, in that the place was not ruined and put into oblt- 
vion.

Euoard had ſo long remained. The Emperoz Trineus, and King 


Frederick, fell into great commendation of che ſumptuous buil. 
ding of the Caſtle, then which they had not often ſen-a'fairer : 
which moved them to intreat Dramuſiand, who was the found: 
er of ſach a ſingular peece of wozkmanchip⸗ to which demand, 
Dramutiand pzeſently gave this reply.

ed to the Juſt, but I cau perceive na bodp that offt rech him re⸗ 
ſiſtance, which makes me ſuppoſe that he hath attempted to keep 
this paſſage, At this unlokt foz accivent;, they ſtayed to behold 
the Knight, who was very well mounted on a Grey Courſer, his 
Armour ſpoted with Ahite & Black, which greatly pleaſed the 
eyes of the be holders. Ju his Shieldhe bare the naken bod of 
& Lady, the beauty of whole countenance was lo excellent h fi⸗ 
cared, that Altca fo whom Fioramamiaccomplithed ſuch Chi- 
valrous deeds at Conſtantinople) might not ſœm to offer com- 
parifon to this beautitul ſpectatle, neither the fair Pinceſs Po- 
linarda, might not pꝛeſume to equalt her ſelf, with the bzave - 
ſhape of this Lady, and at the lower end af this Shield; in Let-

gular tom compated in his ſhield, they perceived his Eſquire 
come tanatos them, who after h had done his duty to them 
all, begun to ſulute chem with theſe pꝛoteſtations. Fair Lozvs 
and Laviep, the noble Knight my Mater, whom pou behold on 
the B2idge , by me giveth you to underffand, the cauſe of his 
travails unto this place. Pe is of afar Country, from whence 
he had adventured himſelf (in honour of his god Foxtune , and 
at the command of his Lady,whoſe humble ſervant he remain- 
cthat this hour) to try his Knight-hed at this Caſtle, which 
hath ben blazed abꝛoad to be moſt inkoztunate. 

But being here arrived, hee is advertifed how the Enchant⸗ 
ment is fully finichen, and the frength of the Gyant Dramu- 
ſiand, with all his retinue conquered, by the valour and haugh- 
ty Pzoweſfe , of a Knight named Palmerin of Eugland, who 
hath delivered the Pyinces that were kept Captive by the cru⸗ 
el means of the diflopal Eutropa, which news are moſt wel- 
come unto him, in that he deſired nothing moze, Vet fox that he 
is loth toreturn to his Lady, betug at the place where Knight- 
had hath bern tryed, and he to paſſe back again not appꝛoved of 
any: he craveth to enter the Juſt with ſuch as are vilpoſed, de- 
ferring the Combate of the Swoꝛd, becauſe he will adventure

This Challenge encreaſed ſich courage in the Knights, that 
they entred ints rife, who ſhould firſt runne with the ſtrauge 
Anight: which the Ring perceiving, returned the Eſquire with 
this anſwer, My friend, tell thy Lozd his enterp2ize is wozthy 
perpetual renown, and if he contain ſuch courage in p2oof > 
as both his Peflage and himſelf giveth in how, his Lady 
wall have occaſion to uſe him, actoꝛding as his valiant attempt 
veſerveth, TheEfquire recefving the Rings pleaſure, returned 
ts his Low, to whom he hav no ſoner made it known, but 
Tremoran thewed himſelf" befo2e the Bytdge , inviting the 
ſtrange Knight to the Just, who ffayed not to accompliſh his de- 
ſire, but encountred him with ſuch a pleaſant charge, that Tre- 
moran was faces ti leave his Saddle. 

This chauce ſom dilpleaſev Luyman of Burgondy, 
who thinking to revenge the repulſe of Tremotan, was ſent 
2 2 him- 
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bimſelf to keep him company. Belcar being deſirous. fo. ſhbew 
his Pꝛoweſſe among the young Knights, couched his Spear 
againſt the ſtrange Knight, who ſent both Pozſe and Man to 
the ground, when pꝛelently Don Roluel twk the cauſe in hand, 
and was made partaker of the ſame miſhap. - TS 


In like minner Gucrin, Friſol,Biangidon,Floraman, and dis 
vers others were ſerved, which moved the King Polendos unto 
ſuch choller, that her would have ventured — the ſtrange 
Knight, had not the Pzince Don Edoard perſwaded him to the 
contrary, Then there went a great murmuring amongſt the 
Knights, who ſuppoſed the Sage Aliart had bzought this Cham: 
pion by his Art, to be a diſgrace unto all their attempts, and 
that he had uſed ſuch means unto him, as he might not be van⸗ 
quiſhen, but herein thep greatly deceive themſelves, foꝛ it was 
onely the noble fozce of the Knight, which was continually ani- 
mated, by beholving the fair face of his Lady, which was ſo 
b:zavely pꝛopoꝛtioned in his Sheld, F loraman-, being greatly 
bent agaiuſt the Knight, and beleving that his vicozy,pzoced- 
ed from the beauty of his Lady, would once moze put his F o2- 


tune in hazard, thinking his feature of his fair Altea, to be as 


ſoveraigne in authozity, as the ſtrange Miragarda, whereupon 
he thus began to conkerre with himſelf, 

Albeit Madame, J have ſuffered pour name tobe abſent a 
while from mp thoughts, yet hath pour beauty ben alwaies 
ertant in my memozy, ſo that. J never vowed the title to any 
but vou, alt hough miſhap would have urged mee to the contrary. 
Wherefoze, at this time let pour-beauty ſo favour mee, that J 
map fople mine enemp, in the perfect honour of pour fame, 

Then they encountred one another again couragiouſlp, pal. 
fing the firft courſe with the bzeak of the Staffe: but at the ſe- 
cond time, Floraman and his Std was thzownto the ground 
very violently, when making recourle to his fozmer ſecret 
ſpeches, he began as thus. perceive nom Altea, that my mil. 
foztune chanceth thozow pour froward opinion of. mo, and that 
the moze Jattempt in pour honour, the moze -you repay me

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Che Engere Trineus and all the Pzinces, were very ſad 
ts behold the ſozrow of Floraman, as allo to ſ& Oniſtalde and 
Pompides reduced into like miſchance ; Whereat the ffrange 
Knight triumphed, which Don Horion ſtomacking, to ſæ his 
friends on every ſide foiled, and the Knight to vaunt himſelf in 
ſuch ſoꝛt, giving a Conge to the Empzeſſe and her Ladies, ran 
violently againſt the range Knight. Ther times they met, 
yet neither p2evailing againſt the other, when the ſtrange Kt. 
loking on his ſhield, aud perceiving the fair face of his Lady, to 
be ſomewhat raſed with the Spear, began in this 82ver to talk 
to himſelf, How can I ercuſe my ſelf of the dichonour J have

Alaart, giving him hearty thanks, in that he "hay fatisfiep His 
earneſt deſire, which he vowen fo kep ſecret,” amd not diſcover 
Don Florian being mounted on Yozſeback again, was ſome⸗ 
what offended, that he had received no bettet ſucceſſe againſt 
the ſtrange Knight, whom her perceived with his Cſqttire 
riding away in great hafte, as loth to be known, becaufe he had 
not ſped accoꝛding to his haughty defire, fox which cauſe he de⸗ 
parted in no {mall ſozrow.

Thus departed the Soldane Bellagris and Majortes, accom- 
yanied with Polendos, Belcar , and Veroar , whom the love of

the Pꝛinte Primalcon left the 3 Ceurt, trape hing alone 
by htmlclf without any company, becauſe ber meant ta try the 
adventures, that Foztune could any way pꝛelent unto him, uot 
ſparing his perſon ,but would jeopard himſelf in the places of 
moſt peril and dauger.

And how afrer Primalcos, and the Prince Vernar were ar- 
rived' at Conſtantinople , the So/dane Belagrit, ſeiit a meſſen- 
ger to the Emperour, who gave him to underſtand of che 
dealings of the Soldane of Babylon, who had ſtayed his army, 
to contend with certain Lords of his dominions, that had 


rebelled and entred into arms againſt him.

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Garden of Damoſels, ufing moze pleaſant conceits, then fo2 
« great while he might ſuffer to think on. Primalcon hav- 
ing bozn her company longer than willingly her would , and 
declared to her the names of the Knights that were Pꝛiloners 
with Don Edoard, as alſo the manner of their happy delive- 
rance, accompanied with the Triſttul Knight, he tok his leave 
of her, ſhee being loth they ſhould depart ſo fon, but perſwaded 
by their carneft affairs, gave them the courteſie, and ſo they 
left her. | 

They two thus riding together, the Triſtful Knight deſi⸗ 
red his Father, that he might leave his company, becauſe the 
affection to his Lady, direded his travaile inte Spaine, who 
not denping his Sonnes requeſt, becauſe himſelf was minded 
to ride alone, to the end he might make the better pzof ok his 
valour, imbꝛaced one another, the Tritttul Knight riding to⸗ 
wards her, fo2 whoſe ſweet ſake hee lived in great affliction 
and averuiſh of minde , where at this time we will leave him, 
and return to the Pꝛince Primaleon, who not encountring a- 
ny adventure, by this time is come to Cooftantinople, where- 
as often he wiſhed himſelf , becauſe her had beard ok the Sol- 
danes Army, which was of ſuch foꝛce, that it canſed the whole 
Empire to ſtand in great fear, Primalcon being entred ints 
the City, kept cloſe his Beaver,becauſe he would not be known 
to any: but intended to come ſuddenlyupon his frienvs, which 
would make him to be the better welcome. Being come to the 
Palace , and having delivered his Hozſe to his Eſquire, he 
went up into the great Hall, in the ſame Armour that he uſed 
againſt the Trilttul Knight, which was very much defaced

Don Prim alcon, whoſe abſence is no ſmall cauſe of my heavi⸗ 
neſs, With that the Emperoꝛ ſate down by the Ladies , whom 
Primaleon began to behold very earneſtly, becauſe he perceived 
them grown into great alteration , eſpecially the Emperour 
his Father, whoſe countenance was moze changed, than when 
he ſaw him laſt,and the Pzinceſſe Gridomia, had greatly offen- 
ded her fair face , with the continual mourning thee uſed fo2 
the abſence of her Lozd ; ſo generally beholding them all, and 
ſtaying from ſpeaking an indifferent long ſpace, to the great a- 
mazing of the Empero2,as alſo the company of the courtly La- 
dies:at laſt he unclaſped his Beaver, and began in this oꝛder. I 
deſire you my gracious father,to pardon my long ſilence,asalſo 
the great time of mine abſence from pour royal Court, having 
no ather meſſage to pꝛeſent you, but the god health of your ns- 
ble friends in England, as alſo of pour Sonne Pcimaleon, who 
humbleth himſelf befoze pour gracious pꝛeſence. The Empe⸗ 
rour was ſuddenly rapt with ſuch an inward joy, that fo2 a great 
time he remained as it were in a trance in like manner theEm: 
pꝛeſle, G ĩdonia, Polinarda, æ all the Ladies, who came running 
altogether, and imbzaced him with ſuch joy, as it is impoſſible 
fo2 me to give judgemeat thereon, After he had uſed curteſie to 
them all, the Pꝛinceſſe Bazilia came and kiſſed his hand,to whom 
he ſaid, Fair Siſter, fear pou not, pour Lozd Vernar will not 
long abſent himſelf from pou but you ſhall have him here right 
ſon J dare warrant you. Then was he unarmed, when theEmpe- 
rour could not ſatisfie himſelf, till he had heard the joyful news 
latelychanced in England ; but when he underſtad, how Pa!- 
merin was Son to the Pzince Don Edoard, and his daughter 
Flerida, he received grrat tontentation, in that he was nouriſhed 
in the companp of n elle Polinarda, who concealed her 


joy 
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toy from any one;Dramaciana expreted,to whom the wes g cen 
ſtomed to diſcloſe her ſecrets, Gzeat was the pleaſure koꝛ the re. 
turn of Pcrimalcon , whom the Nobles and Gentlemen of the 
City came daily to welcome:but to their greater content, with⸗ 
in a while after, the Pꝛince Vcruar, witha great many ok the 
P1inces and Knights of Greece, arrived at the Court, whoſe 
company was not {p long de ſired, as now they were topfully and 
heartily embzaced.Jn the uuddeſt of this great trywnpling and 
rolace, a Meſlenger ſent fromthe Sojdavribulagi is pelented 
himſelt vekoze the Empercur, who diſcloſed his meſſage in this 
manner. 

JUuſtricus Pꝛince, the Soldane Eellagris my Loꝛd and a- 
fer, in humble duty kiſleth the hand of your ercellencp, giving 
psu to underſtand, that fo ſon as he was arrived at his Court, 
he was advertiſed how the S«cylctain of Babylon, having with him 
a great and puifſant Army, p2epared himſelf to over-runne 
pour countryand Empire, and to make a general ſpoile of pour 
people and Dominions , pour eftate being weakned through 
the loſſe of thoſe Knights, who have ieft pour Conrt fo (akthe 


adventures of great Brntaine. But when he was taking Ship, 


and his Army at point tu Hopſe their Sails, word was preſents 
ly bzought him, how certain Lows in his Realm, had levied 
a num ber ok his own ſubieas. to enter Arms ag ainſt him, for 
that they were able no longer to ſuffer his oppꝛelling Tyꝛanny.

At ſuch time as he departed krom Conſtantinople, in the com. 
pany of divers knights who purſued thePzince Primaleon, eve- 
ry one taking acontrary wap, his courſe direced him to a Ha 
ven of the Sea, where imbarking himlelf in a Warchant of 
England, time and occaſion ſo ſerved, that they tw't their vepar- 
ture.

this time to ſeal thy quittance, Theſe wozds canſev on either 
fide cruel blows with their weapons, not ſo dangerdas to the 
one, but as doubtful to the other : pet Foztune- favoitritio the 
Pꝛiute Florcados, byought'the Gyant Almarbl into firheftate, 
that he had ben ſhozter by the head; had not 'Miragatda pꝛe⸗ 
ſently defceudep, who perceiving Amarol bought into ſubjecti:

their adventurous enterprize. 


“ERamaco and his Companions being thus hap⸗ 

pily foiled, and the Knights remaining in the 
Caſtle till their wounds were healed, Palmerin 
determined to departfrom thence, but firſt hee 
de ſired the Ladies, to tell him how it hapned, 
that they became ſo oppzeſled by this cruell 
Dramaco s The eldeſt of the Ladies, perceiving the earneft 
deſire of Pꝛince Palmerin, ſatiskyed his requeſt in this manner. 
Woꝛthy ſir, we are the Daughters of a Lady, who inhabits not 
far from this place, in her Caffle, where we lived in ſuch quiet 
content of life, and ſo well guarded (as we ſuppoſed) from any 
enſuing danger, that we feared no mifhap, being fo well gover- 
ned by our Lady Mother. 

But as none can avoid what the DeKtnies have ©vained , 
but muſt abide the dom of their appointed Foztunes, fo wee 
allotted to this great unhappineſſe, have felt part of the rigour 
of this cruel Tyꝛant. Foꝛ he being addicted to ſuch a cruell Na. 
ture, that the Noble he rewarded with bloody murther, fair La⸗ 
dies and Damoſels he defaced ok their honour, and uſed all alike 
in his villainous fury:he ſent ten Knights to the akozeſaid caſtle 
of our Mother, who finding us altogether unpꝛovided of refuge”

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at thi time in lumuch os our wonted ſafety gave us ſmall cauſe 
of doubt :) without reſpect to her tears, oz our complaints 
vont us ama i ertream violence. 

Wy the way us they ineug ht us, we met this Knight nica- 
ningthe Ppince Gracian, whom they diſmounted from is 
Hozle :; and becanſe ther perceives him ſuch a come ly Kuighe, 
they ſaved his life, vut tok his Yozſe , and left him on fot ro 
£0 Whither her pleaſed, thinking frome to accept the Combate, 
Which vy ſundzy means hie offered unto them, Leaving hin: 
there alone, they hꝛought us wth them to the Caſtle, when 
theſe other two Knights (wiftly purſuing after us, ſtod our de - 
fence infuchower;that they would not ſuffer us to be lead into 
the Caſtle. 

Then Dramaco ſcing theſe Knights, prevailed ſo well a- 
gainſt his Servants,thoughthimlelf to accompliſh what they 
could nut fulfil, but then how well vou ſtod gur f dend the hay- 
py effect remaineth as a ſubſtantial witneſſe. Then Palmerin 
had well marked th? diſcourſe of the Ladp, their great 
miskoztune, and the monſtrudus cruelty of D! amaco, he re- 
jopcedithat he fomrd Gracia an ſuch a lucky time, by whole 
means he had bzonghtthe adventure ta ſuch a gad and happy 
concluſton, 

Then Gr 3 mrehearſed, how ein the time he ſtaped at the 
Tri, Platir t f loraman tame that wap(after the Knights that 
conducted the Ladies had taken his Mozfe, and le kt him ere

of the Ladies, whereupon th: y rid haſtily — and con⸗ 
tinued the Combate as yon have already heard, untill ſuch time 
as one of the Ladies eſcaping away, met the Pzince Pa meriu, 
and brought him to dekend their diireſſed cauſe, And they had 
fitted everp matter, accowing as themſelves deſired to know, 
the Pꝛince Paimcrin gave the Caſtle to both the Ladies, and 
taking his farewel verygently of them all, he mounted on 
hoꝛſe beck, leaving them to cure their wounds in the Caſtle. 
The Ladies were very careful to help the Js2inces, who 
at length were brought io their kozmer ſtrength ; where they 


palled away the time pleaſantly with the Ladies, recounting

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the — — which they had benen, + But the 
death of Dramacocomming to the ear of the dies mother, 
cauſed her to come thither to ſ her Daughters, who when ſhe 
was there arrived, gave great thanks to the Pzinces fox their 
imployed pains, and gratified them with ſuch honour, as ſhe 
could deviſe expedient fo2 the time and place. 

When the Pꝛinces ſaw every thing in due and decent ozder, 
they determined to depart from theuce ; deſiring the Ladies 
to uſe courteſie to the ancient mother of Dramaco, becauſe ſh& 
was innocent, and not culpable in his miſchievous pꝛactiſes.

narda pꝛeſenteꝝ it felf as * us memoꝛp, becauſe her 
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come into hex peeſence,and then the loſſentSibviar;whoſe coun: 
ſel alwaies ſerved.as an eſpetial remedpto his amozeus allatrlt, 
and wanting his company now in this heavy caſe, he was fot? 
ced to divers and ſundzy complaints. 

Thus ſpent he all that ; ta couttly ; debate betwern 

- Reaſon and his earneſt Deſire, the one to perſwade him from 
that dangerous Kind of travaile, and ts excluve from his minde, 
the fondalarmes given by his fancy: the other how-continual- 
ly it wꝛapped him, in an intricate 02 endleſſe vexation of his 
ſences. But as often we ſee, Reaſon is ſubject to the amozoug 
Deſire, ſo the Pꝛince not able toreſiſt the aſpiring dzifts of his 
cager paſſions,re ſigned both his will and wit to follow the love 
and amity he had begun to his Lady and. Miſtreſſe. When he 
had waſted the night in this ſmall ozver of reſt, and the chear- 
ful mozning delivered her fair countenance, he went on, ſtill 
muling on the wo2ds hee had read upon the Pillar, which he e- 
ſfemed to be flat mockage, becauſe he could perceive nothing 
that deſerved ſuch-a ſoꝛe warning. 

But as he travailed intoa fair plain Field, till uſing his 
mind with his fozmer.exerciſes, her came to a Fountain of {tn- 
cular beautp, the Pillars whereof,was of fine wzought Azure. 
and the water iſſuing fo2thof the mouths of divers Beaſts ve - 
ry artificially made. The Pꝛince ſtanding a gad while in a 
mule at this Fountain, how ſo much Mater ſhould Aſcend up 
ſuch a high Mountain, and why ſuch a fair thing ſhould Kand in 
ſuch a vacant place, could not readily think with himſelf what 
he might judge thereon, fo2 at the lower end of the afozeſaid 
Pillars, lay twocruel Tygers, and two fierce Lyons, who as 
he ſuppsſed, kept Paſſengers that they ſhould not dzink at this 
Fountain.

This ſtrange fight made him ſomewhat abathed, and ts ſtand 
in fear, that it was ſome Enchantment. pꝛadiſed, to get him 
into ſome pꝛeſent danger: becauſe: the Beaffs behaved them- 
ſelves in ſuch ozder-as though they might eaſily be bzought un⸗ 
der ſubjectiou of the chain, which was ok ſuch bignelle, as was

And going a little further, he eſpyed another, which 
was thus: Hee that hath the courage to drink of this Foun- 
rain, ſhall bring to end any enterpriſe, that belongeth to the 
advancement of Honour and Fame: ſo that hee ſhall accom- 
pliſh as much, as may bee comprehended in the ſtrength or 
prowelle of a man, But over againEit , was wzitten theſe 
wozds : Paſſe, and drink not. This made the Pꝛince not a 
little aſtoniched, in that as the one gave him enc ement to 
appꝛoach the Fountain, ſo the other Kod in the way to hinder 
his determination, But yet he concluded to try the adventure; 
Net he judged it was unpaſſible, to met with an occaſion 


mo2e haughty enterpꝛiſe. 
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How Palwer in encouraged at this rare adventure, entered 
the fight againſt the Beaſts that kept the Fountain, and at 
Laſt ( albeit with great danget ] hee vanquiſned them all, 
and then approached to drink of the wates.. Allo whenhee 
departed from thence hee arrived at a Caſtle, whereon hee

Beats, behaving themſelves ſo furionfly agamft the Prince, 
that he thought this the mo poubtful avventure,in all his like⸗ 
time he had attempted, Paving wounded one of the Lyons ve. 
ry ſoze, ſo that he was conſtrained to fall to the earth, the Pꝛince 
ſopeddown to recover his Shield which the Tyger had a⸗ 
bandoned, but the other Lyon appꝛeached ſo near unto him, that 
catching hold upon his Helmet, he dꝛew him within his reach 
ſo violently,that he was enfoꝛced to fall upon his knees, when 
the other Tpger cruſhed him with his paws ſo cruelly, that had 
not his Armour been the fkrenger, he had toꝛn the Pꝛinte in a

When he perceived himſelf atfainted with ſuch an extremi- 
ty, that his life ted on the very point of danger: with his 
Swowhe ſaluted him lo deep thozow the heart, that the Ty⸗ 
ger \p2awled on the earth clean bereft of life. In bꝛiek, the 
courage of his noble mind, vid animate him with ſuch hardi⸗ 
nelle, that (Abeit with great pain and travaile) he made a diſ⸗ 
patch of all their lives, when then he ſate him down to take a 
little reft,becauſe the Tyger had p2eſſed him to the ground with 
fach extream violence that he _ verily all his bones had 
beau bzoken, After he had reſted him koz a p2etty while , hee 
went to the Fotntain , being defirous to quench his thirſt, 
vut he perceived another little Boefte , which was {s darkly 
couched, that he could not gather any meaning of it, wherefoze 
he pzeſentlydzankofthe water, finding no moꝛe pleaſantneſſe 
in it, then in any other running River oz Spying : But yet he 
judged both the Fountain and the adventure, ts be placed there 
— cunning Enthantrelke to dichearten the timerous, and 
ut the eyes of the valiant with a fair and pleaſant ſhow. 
When he faw no other Hazard to be tryed in that place, he

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Bekoze the gate there ſad four very fair Jaſper Pillars,

Belmet, (the Lyon having bzuſed it in ſuch ſozt, that he could 
not wear it) pzoudly began to utter theſe ſpeeches. De that 
will pzeſume to take down one of theſe Shields, being not ar- 
med accozdin to finiſh ſuch an enterpꝛize. muſt taſte the puniſh⸗ 
ment due to his fault committed, becauſe hee may learn a- 
gainſt another time, to arme his head, which ſtandeth in mott 

With theſe wozds, (not ſtaping to hear the anſwer of 
Palmerin) he began to charge him with very mighty ſtrokes, 
and ſtill aymed to hit him on the bare head, but Palmer in pꝛe⸗ 
vented his determination fo well, that cloſing faſt upon him; he 
bought him down upon both his knees, and making ſemblance 
as though he would have ſlain him, the Knight defired mercy , 
and yeelded himſelf to the Pꝛinces courteſie.

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Trulp Sir Knight you have done unwiſely, to hazard pour 
ſelf in this place, eſpecially to take down the Shietd, which 
requiteth ao other tanſome then your heart blod, Sir (an⸗ 
e ſe& that duty, oz Rnightly behaviour 
hath failed in me, behold me here ready to delider a recompence 
with my Swoꝛd, ſo leaving their wozds, and letting themſelves 
ſtoufly the one againft the other, in the end the Pꝛince reach- 
ed him ſuch a ſure warrant on the Czeaſt, that the Swo2d 
pierced ſq dep, into his head, as he fell to the earth} diſcharged

Then pauſing a little while, at laſt he went tothe third Pil⸗ 
lar, where in the middeſt of the Shield upon a field of Sinople 
in Azure letters was wzitten theſe woꝛds: By mee is to be got- 
ten the honour ot this advenrure, When he had taken it down, 
he expected the comming of the third Knight: who very ſor 
after came fozth in great haſte , and without uſing any words, 
entred a moze dangerous Combate, then the other two paſſed :

Pzince Palmerin. At deb üg Sb 9 95 tote 
mm _ lolle of his Loꝛd, ſuch was their god'foztiine,that they 
came to the place where Palmerin entred the Ship, and there 
they found pallengers ready to croſſe the ſeag,ſo that by intrea. 
ty they Satled with them , having ſuch kair Mind and Type ; 
that at length they diſcovered the Perillous Iſle. This place 
made all the Paſſengers greatly abachen; 'becaiſe they were 
voth ignozant of the ſople, and knew not the variger they might 
receive in that place: yet at the requeſt of the two Knights, they 
were ſomewhat pacified, and ſet them on land in the place 
where Pa lmerin entred firſt en ſhoꝛe. Then they had attained

At length, ſuch was his Foztune that he attained the Coal 
of Spaine, which plealen him very well, becauſe he would try his 
valour in the pꝛelence of the fair Miragarda, to the intent that 
he might know, if her beauty were comparable to his Miſtreſle 
Fol inarda. Mhen he was come to the chief City of Portugall ) 
he heard marvailouscommendations of Florendos the Triſttul 
Koight, who becauſe his Father Primaleon had byuſed his Ars 
mour very ſoze, made himſelf a notable fair new Armour, 
and having done many famous Acts in the Court of Reciade, 
Ring of Spaine, came home at laſt to the Caſtle of the Gyant 
Almarol. Miragarda ſo ſewn as het was there arrived, would 
needs know ot his ſucceſſe befoze the Caſtle of the Gyant Dra- 
muſiand, albeit ſhe had been admoniſhed thereof befoze , pet 
would ſhe never accept of that, which the Triſttul Knight had 
done in England, but was of this mind, that whatſoever he had 
done, ſhe made no account of it. But being deſirous to ſee, ik his 
deeds might bee agreeable to the reputation he had deſerved , 
commanded him to keep the paſſage there at her Caſtle, think- 
ing that ſo many god Knights would endeavour themlelves 
thither, ſo that this adventure ſhould be as much renowned, as 
was the Caſtle of Dramuſiand. | 

The Triſtful Knight , loath in any thing to diſpleaſe the 
fair Miragarda , cauſed there a Shield to bee made with the 
Image of her beauty, the repozt whereof allured fo many 
Knights thither , that in her defence hee had conquered moze 
then two hundꝛed from whom hee toke their Shields, and in 
remembzance of his victozy, hanged them up on either fide 
the fair Poꝛtrait of his Lady. Miragarda perceiving by the 
Shields, the Pꝛoweſle of Florendos the Triſttul Knight, re-

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ceiven an unſpeakable contentment , yet making no ſhew of 
pꝛaiſe, foz this ſo haughty an euterp2ize: where to his noble vi⸗ 
toy we will leave him, and return to Pꝛince Palmerin,who is 
travelling in Portugal. In all this time, he had made him an ex⸗ 
cellent fair armour, ſpotted with colours of Scarlet aud white : 
which gave ſuch great delight to them who beheld it, that every 
one was deſirous to make himſelf the like, 

In this Shield on a plain of Sinople , was curiouſly figured 
the Amage of Deadly hope: which was ſo ſingular well oꝛde⸗ 
red, foz the livelineſſe of her face and lineaments, as alſo the 
femly ſhadowing of her attyre, that every one judged it a very 
natural p2opoztion ; her name was likewiſe pzeſented under 
her, ſs that thzough this device, he was named of every one the 
Diſpairing Knight, Jn this manner he rid toward the Caſtle 
of Almarol, very deſiraus to try his fozce , in this adventure 
eſtæ med of ſo great fame, , noz fearing the peril, if Foxtune 
ſhould unkindly turn her ſelf from him. But perſwadedhim- 
ſelf, that it was unpoſſivle to attain the top of honour, if a man 
do not hazard his per on in thoſe places where vicozy is wo - 
thily pꝛelented to the mind that beareth the affection , to leave 
perpetual renown to his poſtertty.

How Palmerin under the Title of the Deſpairing Knight, came 
to the Caſtle of the Gyant Almarel, where hee ſaw the 
Shields of divers famous Knights and his very Fricnds , 
were hanged among the number of the vanquiſhed; where- 
upon hee entred the Combate againſt he Triſtful Knight , 
whole ſtrength was ſuch , that neither of them could win 
the victory.

The Diſpairing Knight being fome what near it, eſpyed two 
Knights were entred the Combate, which being deſirous to ler, 
he ſet ſpurs to his Hoꝛſe, to be there befoze they had made an 
end, but be koze he could come thither, the Triſttul Knight had 
vanquithed his OP and placed his Shield among the 0- 
ther: by which means Palmerin had certain knowledge of the 
conquered Knight, who was called Carmclant, as the waiting 
under his Shield made manifeff, 

Palmerin beholding ſo =, "pre gat about thisTree,eftem- 
ed the valour of the Triſtful Knight of great reputation: at 
laſt he perceived the Shields of Friſol, Eſtrellant, and Tene- 
brant, Who were his friends, and of great renown , whereat her

the fozce of Love. The faithful and trieſty Eſquire Armello , 
keeping them company, and frequenting gift his grievous 
moanes, thought none wo2thy to keep'ſuch a pꝛecious treaſure , 
as was the Shield of the kart Miragarda, but onely his Low 
and Maſter, who did beſt ok all deſerve it: wherefs2e being not 
able to conceal the paſſions his heart conceived, began in this 
manner to the Gpant Dramuſiand. J know well fir Rutght , 
that Foztune hath greatly favoured pou, in chat my Maſter is 
abſent, and you keep the Jewell of his joy: but durff hee ſhew 
himſelf in this place, which he is conſtrained to fozfake by the 
command 
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command of Miragarda,you hould well perceive, that her fatr 
Poꝛtrait is to be kept by none but he; whereto Dramutiand re- 
piped thus, 

My kriend the fatth and affection thor beareft to thy Maſter, 
ſeemeth to me wopthy of great commendatton, And as his derds 
remain a true confirmation and witneſfe of pour wozds, yet pou 
muſt not ule any evil ſuſpect to him, who is altogether unknown 
of you,and wouldalfo enter combate with your Maſter, were he 
p2eſent in this place. And ik it were mychanre to be vanquiſhed 
by him, N would content my ſelf to be plated among theſe other 
conquered,whoſe aſlurance have ben as likely as mine; and per- 
adventure it might bee moꝛe to my pꝛoftt, if J left mp Shield 
under her obeyſance,whoſe will J only ſek to ſatisfte,by ending 
my life in ſuch an haughtyenterpꝛize. 

Again, it might ſofd2tune, if it were your thance to ſx me 
combate with pour Maſter, von would conceive another opinion 
then as yet yon do, and judge me either better v2 wozſe, than J 
perceive at this pꝛeſent pou make pour account. TWherefoze J 
pet ſwade my ſelf, that J am as well woꝛthy and able to keep & 
defend this Shield ok the fair Miragarda, as the Knight pour 
Baſter,who is unknown te me: albeit, J confeſfe not ſo wozthy 
of her, as he that hath ſo derlydeſerved her not only ( Jam ſure) 
by this uotable conqueſt, but alſo by pꝛot of this Rnightly cour- 
teſie, Foz if I Houldthat way equalk myſelf with him, J might 
well be thought no fruth remained in mee. 

And it vou ſhall ftay here a certain fpice,J doubt not but yau 
ſhalt ſe as halinhty attempts ended as at anp time have ben by 
your Maſtet ſtaiſhed.

But albeit their friendſhip was very acceptable to him, pet 
the pꝛomiſe he had made Miragarda,commanded him to the con⸗ 
trary,conſidering alſo that love had gotten the maſtry of him, 
directed his mind to this enterpzize, made him neither ſpare 
kriend noz fo, but uſed all alike that travelled thither. Then 
mounting on his Dted, he came fo2th befoze them, when they 
perceiving he pzovidedhimſelf to the Juſt, were very well plea⸗ 
ed, becauſe they deſired to app2ove their ſtrength, in the behalf 
of the fair Miragarda.

reſpec do favour him, pet ſhall he feel a double tozmeut by re⸗

Truſt me (anſwered the Pzince Gracian) if a mans life may 
attain the Honour of ſuch a ſingular perſonage, behold him who 
hath the courage to adventure firſt, So concluding bis ſpeeches, 
hee met Dramuſiand valiantly, with the bzenk of the Spear, 
Which was with ſuch foꝛce, that he was thzown to the earth with 
ſo ffrong a violence, that foꝛ a great while hee was void of any 
feeling. This moved Don Roſuel to ſuch diſpleaſure, that to re- 
venge his friend, he pꝛicked fo2th againſt Dramuſiand, who be⸗ 
ing ready pzovided with another Spear, ſent bim to bear the 
Pꝛince Gracian company, volt... nl 

This rude encounter made them both marvell, and they ſup⸗ 
poſed that their Enemy was the renowned Palmerin of England 
whereof being deſirous to be reſolved, Gractan as the hardieſt

fot, to the end we may fiuiſh the Combate with the Swoꝛd, 
becauſe J would try your valour to the uttermoſt , if J may 
depart from hence with the denefit of my life. Dramuſiand y 
who was ever accuſtomed to great bounty and gentleneſſe, [@- 
ing the deſire of the PzinceGracian,on whom he had gotten the 
honour of the victozp, would not in that reſpec ſatisfie his mind 
but made him anſwer in this manner.

ters,the name of Tergiana. | 

Travelling thus thzough divers Kingdoms, at laſt he arrived 
at the Caſtle of the Giant Almarol, ſon after the combate that 
Dramufiand had finiſhen with the Pꝛince Florian, Albayzer per · 
ceiving the number of ſheelds at the Tree, eſteæmed greatly the 
valour of him, who had the power ts accomplich ſo rare exploits;

Palmerin pitying the Ladies miſhap, couched his Spear and 
ran againſt the Gyant with ſuch foꝛce, that hee laid him al 
on the earth, in manner as though he were ſtarke dead: wh 
the ten Knights ſanding by \ſ#ing , came -attogether running 
upon him, but he defended himſelf ſo well, that they had not ſhe 
power to unhozſe him, foz his hardy blows made them -quigkly 
cole eee ge. Bracandor being riſen up again, commant- 
ed the hts to retire, becauſe he would revenge his in lury 
himſelf: whercupen they gave over, when the Gyant and Pal⸗ 
merin ſo ſteraly dealt with one another, Brac under in the end 
brgan greafly to faint. The Ruights ſctug the danger be wos 
in, fozcednot of their Maſters command, but came and beſet 
the Pꝛince Palmerin who (albeithe received many dangerous 
hurts) paid them their due but li: tle to their p2ofir, 

The Ladies continued in pꝛapers foz his ged allitance,efte- 
ming him the beit knight that ever they had ſeen ; and Bracan- 
dur ſœing the mar bailous force of one onely Knight, began to 
blaſpheme his God, and ran in fuch violent manner againſt the 
IJ9zince , that had not God indued him with great pollicie and 
force , the leaſt ok his blows were ſuficient to have flain him. 
Bracandor beholding ſir of his Knights, ſlain, thzongh his dan « 

erous wounds, and difpair of himſelf, fell to the ground: 
almei in being well pleaſed to be rid of ſuch an enemy, in ſhoꝛt 
time lent the other four to bear their Maſter company, to whom 
he came. offering to take off his Helmet, that he might have

againſt the Chziſtians, that they which have no knowledge of 
him, ds dayly deſire both ts ſx him, and to make pꝛok of their 
puiſſant behaviour againſt him, 

Be ſide, I have heard, that he hath conquered the Shield of 
the fair Miragarda, wherewith hee is gone to the Court of the 
Emperour Palmerin, to maintain againſt all Knights that dare 
avouch the contrary, your ſœmly ſelfe to be the onely Gov- 
deſſe of beauty on the earth, And during the time J was in his 
ſearch, it happened J tak certain Pꝛiſoners: among whom

IJarg aua commanded Fl tian to take off his belmet, to whoſe 
will in gentle manner he pzeſently obeyed; but he was ſo offen- 
ded with the wozus of Arduramer , that his beauty was far o- 
ther wiſe, then it was alwaies accuſtomed, fo2 which cauſe , the 
Dꝛzinceſſe commanded Ardiramec to depart, and to make him- 
llt ready ts enter the Combate. As foz the Pꝛince Florian, her 
a ffedion was ſo greatly placed on him, that ſhe tok him Pꝛiſo⸗ 
ner under her pzotection : aud the better to aſſure him ſafe from 
danger, ſhee commanded fifty Knights ſhould be p2eſentiy ar- 
med, to ſe that none might come near to hurt him, during the 
time he ſhould Combate with Arducamer.

Bolt noble Emperour, I have ben in ſo many Princes 
Courts, ta wake tryal-of the ffrange adventure contained in 
this Cup > that net Anding any to end the ſame » Jam weary. 
to {&k- any further, as alſo out of opinion of any god happe. 
Except-that now in your ÞHighneſſes Court, which is moſt hoo 
noured and eſte med upon the whole earth, J may find ſuch ex⸗ 
pected Foztune, as of long time I have failed in, whichdoth en- 
courage ma ſome what, conſidering there is nat the like. But 
fixit befoze the tryal be attempted, J will diſcourſe the cauſe of 
this rare adventure, becauſe each one of theſe noble gentlemen, 
may be the better affecioned to her, who holdeth his heart as 
chief Miſtr eſſe of his thoughts.

The Damoſel of Trace tame to the Knight of the Dragon 
dellring him to try the Cup, accozding as divers other had dene 
befoze him, perlwading hint, that of a perſon ſo'Rnightly as he 
ſee med there was to b? expecteda very god iſſue. Palmerin, ſee- 
Cc the matter bzonght to tbis ertremitp, caſt his eye on the 
Damoſel. and his heart on her, whoſe obſtinacy cauſed him to 
dye with grief, entring into theſe ſpeches, Tf this adventure 
be of atruth then J pꝛap you my Lady, hencefozth to extuſe the 
fear fulneſſe of him, who dares not pꝛeſume to think what is in 
your mind. So recciving the Cup, it contained the ſame quali- 
ty, as it did · in the hand ol the Pzince Florendos betauſe it could

The Emperour being very glad, twk the Cupts piobe the 
teſt of the Damolels wozds, and in the bottome ok the tears, 


he 
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he beheld 5 Empzeſle as pleaſaut as ever he had ſ&n her, Which 
made him to think the adventure was ended, but doubting the 
contrary,he requeſted of the Damoſel,if the Cup ſhould alway 
remain in that ſtate » whereto the Damoſel anſwered thus, 
It muſt now be tryed, it it will turn again to the fozmer black- 
nelle, but J deſire you that this knight (meaning thePzince Flos 


- rian) make trial thereof no moze, fo2 he hath ſo little deſire, to 


kep his love faithful to any Lady,that the Cup in his hand will 
ſtand in great danger, at Which pzetty tryumph, the Ladics 
conceived god occaſion of laughter, 

Then the Emperour commanded,that all the Knights Gould 
take the Cup again, but their labour was in vain, koz it ne- 
ver ſemed to alter the colour wherefoze the Empzeſle tok it, 
and beheld the @mperour ſo perkealp in it, as if ſhe had verily 
(&n his face. After the Empꝛeſſe, came Oridonia and Bazilia, 
wherein they ſaw them that they chie fly eſteemed, but when 
the Pꝛinceſſe Polinarda tok it, ſhe perceived the noble Palmcrin 
of England in ſuch heavineſſe, that not able to endure his ex- 
tream grievous countenance) ſhe delivered the Cup from her, 
fearing to let it fall, her hand ſhaked ſo marvailouſly. But none 
knew what was the cauſe thereof, except the Emperour, whoſe 
amozous pouthful time gave him occaſion to think, that ſhe 
had (een ſome one in the Cup, who greatly vefired todo her ſer⸗ 
vice, which made him to round her in the ear.ſaping: Fair daugh⸗ 
ter, pou make mee judge that you want a ſervant.

It ſeemeth that pouc {ex,cannst heartily favour the knights that 
oweth them moſt affection , which maketh many not fozce of 
their conſtancy to vou, but yet thus much J dare aſſure pon, that 
Ladies, bath have and ſhall be a great veal betterſerved ol me, 
then of divers that have tryed the adventure of this Cup, any 
to whom it hath ſhown 1no2e favour than to mee, 

The Damoſel making him no anlwer, turned to the Em: 
pcrour,ſaping ; Ideſire your highneſſe, that now the pzofanay 
be made, of thoſe that are moſt and chiefeſt beloved: wherein 
(credit mee pou will receive great pleaſure, Agrœd (quoth the 
Emperour) and J intend my ſelf to make tryal firff, foz Co 
ſhall F perceive that being but flenderly kavoured of the Em⸗ 
p2eſle,'Y have loft the power to cud the adventure, So holding 
the Cup, it remained ta the kame ozver All, without any change 
02 appearance of heat: wherefoze the Damoſel ſaid. Py Loꝛd, 
you mult conteſſe your ſelf, that your time is paſt, and therefoe 
deliver the Cup tothe Empzelle, who hath ſo truly and faithful. 
ly loved you, AN 

In the Empꝛeſſes hand it continued lo fill, wherefoze Pri- 
malcon and the Ring Polendos, who be iug faithfully be loved of 
their Ladies, made the Cup if to eonfain the chief bꝛight⸗ 
neſſe. After theſe two Pꝛinces, Don Roſuel advanced him- 
ſelfto make tryal of his Love: which was To little, that the 
heat the Cup contained , urged him to deliver it fo the P2rnce 
Platit, who found it not altogether Is hot, as when Don Roſuel 
had it, It pafſedto the hands of them all, foure with god hap, 
and ſome with ill, till it came again to the Prince Florian, but 
be paſſed it as lightly as the other, becauſe his heart was exemy - 
ted fre from any Lovers grief, From him Albayzer tek it, 
whom Love favoured ſo much, that he held it a great while,

Fair Lady, J defire you 
to ſtiffer. mee a bide the dm, Which my miſhap hath alway 02- 
dained koß me, aud whoreing q may end the troubles that are inci⸗ 
denk to a moutning and continua! diſpairitig Hfe, The Empe- 
rout not able to abide fo great cracity, executed in his pzelence 
aroſe and caught the cup from him which was imeviately quen- 
ched as though it had never ben fo violent, whereat he received 
no (wall cauſe of amazewent; Then the Printe Florcndos, al- 
beit he was weaſhpotdeſirous ts be partner in conffattcy with 
the Knight it the Dragon, received the Cup from the hand of 
theEniperoz, when pzeſeutly the rigour that the Pzincefſe Mi- 
ragarda uſed towards him, cauſed him to ſuffer the ſelf ſame 
tozment,as did the noblePzince?almerin. Fox the Flame which 
arofe ant of ths cup, had ſoinvironey the body of the Pꝛince that 
be was ſry, lighing aud lamenting in the mrdff thereof, which 
moved akl the Ladies to ſhed abandaace of tears, and to uſe 
manyertream wozds againſt che cruelty of Miragarda, which 
Florendos(though he were in the midſt of the flame ) could hard. 
ly (ſuffer to hear her blamed, foz whoſe ſake he was ready to 
make a ſacrifice of himſelf, The Emperour ſeing many means 
applyed to quench the flame. pet none of them all had the power 
to pꝛevail, put himſelf in the midſt thereof, and tok the Cup 
from Florend.'s,thinking that then it would pꝛeſently be quen- 
ched, but all their labo2 was fo no effect, foꝛ the flame continued 
about him as it did befoze. The Empzeſſe Gridonia, with all the

The firft is, that you ſhall ſend Polinarda Daughter to the 
P?2ince Primalcon pour Don, to the Soldain of Perſia, aged a- 
bout rrv. pears:a Pꝛince as much renowned. as he is puiſſant 
aud incomparable in riches, to whom the ſhall. bee eſpoufed- as 
beſeemeth ſuch a noble Pꝛince. The ſecond, that Florendos his 
Sonne, hall pzomile to marry with Armenfa, daughter to the 
Soldane befoze named, who is a Pꝛinceſſe of ſich ſingular 
beauty 
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of PALMERIN of England. 
beauty, that ſhe is thought to etcell all Ladies living on the 
Earth. To her Dewꝛp. the Soldan will give all the title he hath 
in thele parts about pour Empire, without deſiring any other 
recompence, on the behalf of the fair Polinard: but ouly that it 
might ſtand with pour pleaſare, to ſend to the great Turk a 
Chriſtian Koight,who as J remember is named Florian of the 
Deſurt, koz that by his deceit, hee hath bzought his Daughter 
Targia na from thence into your Ceurt, whoſe marriage he hath 
already p2ovided,to the Prince Albayzer now Soldan of Baby- 
lon, becauſe the Soldaa his Father, is lately decealed.

cur Lauces, in witneſſe of our great, grievous, and unſpeake⸗ 
able fury, 

The Channels of the frets , ſhall poure fozth the blad of 
thy murthered Subjects, thy City which now ſtandeth aboun: 
ding in wealth, ercefſive in p}1de , and ſurpaſſing in pꝛodigali⸗ 
ty,ſhall with fire be utterly couſumed,thy whole Kingdoms and 
ſigniozies raced and ruinated : ſo that they which ſhall eſcape 
this blodp tyzannp, may ſit down,and ſighing ſay, Here ſome: 
time ſtod the City of Conſtantinople, there, and in thoſe pla: 
ces were ſometime fair Cities, bzave buildings, and incompa⸗ 
rable habitations fo2 riches and pꝛoſped: noware they equal- 
led with the ground not one ſtone left on another, in witneſle of 
any ancient Monument, but burned, conſumed, and all in genes 
tall defaced and ſpoiled, thy ſelf being the onely cauſe of this 
cruel and hozrible judgement, wherein they will be ſufficient 
ly ſatiſfied, of their injury received befoze this thy City, Thus 
have J manifeſted the charge, which J received from the Sol- 
dane of Petſia, and in refuſing his pzoffer , J ſap thou ſhe weſt 
not the duty of a Pꝛince: and if thy Knights dare pꝛeſume to 
maintain the contrary, my companions and J will undertake

Truff mx ſix Knight, J eftevt the ſucrour you give me, 
to be opp2eſſion and no kriendſhip, wherefoze, A pray vou ſuffer 
me to end this cauſe my ſelf + and ik perhaps you (& mee van- 
quiſbed, then put pour valour in tryal,to kill dim who ſhall re, 
main victozfous oper mæ : fo2 death I rather chuſe, then the 
ſhame which may fall to mi, by this ungentle mauner of aid. 
The Knight of the Dragon; hav I$againff' his will in ju. 
red his friend Dramuſiana,retired greatly diſpleaſed with him- 
ſelk, and Arbuſar was reduced into ſich weakneſs, that Florian 
quickly gave him his patment.ſo'{oze wounded himſelk, that the 
Judges would have had him tarrien out ok the Field: but hee 
would wot conſent the reto, befoze he had ſeen 3 iſſue of the fight, 
which was lo dilplealant td Albayzer nd Targiana, rr 
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the Gyants were lo cruelly uſed , that they went from thence 
as not able to ſuffer ſuch a grievous ſight, 

The Emperour Primaleon, and the Ring Pole dos ſwing the 
Knighrof the Dragon had wounded Dramuſia d ſo ſoze greats 
ly doubted leaſt Berocant Thould now overcome him, but ſud: 
dainly Dramuſiand cauſed them to change their opinion, toꝛ he 
followed his enemy with ſo great courage, that he fozcev him 


to fall down dead at his feet. Then came the Judges , and 
with great hondur conducted the three Conquerozs fo2th of the 


Fielp, where the Emperour with his ropall traine met them: 
when Palmerin and Florian having opened their Helmets, 
came to the Emperour, and with very great reverence kiſſed

What hapned inthe Coutt ot the Emperour, after the Com- 
bete ot the Gyants. 


Ertain dayes after this cruel Combate , the 
e Pyince Florendos (ckiug Draniliand and the 
er rg Pzinces out of any danger, determined 

E to rettoze the Shield of Miragatda, in the Place 
n from whence the Pꝛinte Albayzer tek it, and fo 
p)eſent him to her, where hee ſhould abide the dome of her 
judgement. When he had well pzovided himſelf of armeur and 
other neceſſaries, he advanced himſelf befoze the Enipercus 
and his Father , to deſire their ſufferance in this attempt: but 
they were very loth he ſhcald go, ltaft ap danger ould hap- 
pen to him by the wap, chzough ſome treacherous mean deviſed 
by Albayzer, wh:refo2e tber games ok him to Rap pet fo2 erght 
da pes longer. In the mean time the Emperout Had concluded, 
through advice of his Councell, to fend the Puncelle Targ'a- 
na home again to Her Father, actompaſtied with the Ring 
Polendos, and divers other Pꝛinces and Knight: but firit he 
would content the deſire of het lobe, wherekdze with great roy⸗ 
alty, he married her tothe Punce Albayzer, and tu hondur 
them the moze , he held open Ccutt, and cauſed many Try⸗ 
umphs and bꝛave devices to be accompliſhed, to gratifie theſe 
honourable perſonages. 

The Empercur led Torgiana into the Chappell, where he 
gave her to the Pꝛiuce àlbay zer, whoſe heart greatly re jopced, 
to receive the Cweet content he had ſo long deſired; but the chie⸗ 
feſt grief that eclipſed his joy, was, becauſe the Pyzince Flo-

hen time came foz their departure, Targiana humbly ſub⸗ 
mitted her ſelf to the Pzincefſe Gridonta,and all the Ladies, but

ciouſly, during the time of ber abiding there, The Emperour 
with all his Kuights, rode with her two miles from the City, 
committing hex to the charge of Polendos, and the other P2in- 
ces, who could not perſwade Florendos, but he would nerds 
pꝛeſent Albayzer at the Caffle of Almarol, to witneſſe his unfet- 
ned faith to his Lady and Piſtreiſe Miragarda, The Cmperenr 
taking leave of Targiana, returned with his traine to the City) 
endeavouring himſelf to change the mind of Florendos, but all 
was in vain, fo2 two daies after he departed from Conſtanti-

The Damolel of Thrace, ſœing the Pꝛince Palmerin in god 
diſpoſition of health, in the pꝛeſence of the Emperour the ſpake 
ko him thus, Wozthy Dir, I think pou are ſufficiently.certt- 
fied , that I cannot depart from hence without pour company, 
ſ&ing pou have ſiniſhed that, which of many pcars hath ben 
thought impoſſible ; wherefoze,moſt humbly J veſcech you, that 
you Would implop pour ſelf, to end likewiſe the miſerable e⸗ 
Cate,of the diſtreſſeb and moſt infoztunate Pꝛinceſſe of T brace, 
whoſe Enchantment can no way be expelled, but onely by vou: 
whole renown thall be moze then J can ſpeak ok, foz that pou 
ſhall joyne in marriage with her, and ſo make pour ſelf Ring o⸗ 
ver all I hrace, Put it perchance, th? deſire you ha ve to follow 
adventures, will not ſuſter you to joyne with her in this honou⸗ 
rable eftate, then ſhall ſhe ſtand at pair appointment, tomarry 
with ſuch a one as vou ſhall think mer teſt foꝛ her: wherefo2e, 7 
deſire pou to ſet apart all excuſes, and to enter upon this jour⸗ 
ney, ſo ſwn-as pofſible yon may. — 

Fair Lady (anſwered Palmerin) I am ſo much uſed to tra- 
vaile, that I know the better how to continue it, and never did 
Irefuſe to aid anp perſon , whoſe intent might be ns pꝛe⸗ 
judice to her whom J am alwayes bound to obep : and * 
Cc 3 aſſure 
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The firft part of the Hiſtory 
aſlure Your (elf, that ſo ſen as J ſhall be p2ovided of Armour 
\ becauſe Albaraco, hath ſo diſappointed mee) J will not ſtay to 
accompliſh pour deſire, The Damoſel was very well pleafey 
with this anſwer of Palmerin , but the-Emperour (who wiſh⸗ 
ed moze god to him then any other ok his Rephe ws) concet- 
ved great grief to leave his company ſo ſon ; wherefaze , her 
went to the Chamber of the Empzefle,who alſo was very ſozrp 
when ſhe heard theſe news. 

Likewiſe the Pzinceſſe Polinarda, hearing that Pa'merin 
ſhould ſo ſen leave the Court; went to her Chamber, animated 
with great grief, and many paſſions of the mind: which Drama- 
clana perceiving; and knowing well the caule of her heavineſſe, 
came to perſwade her in this manner. Fair Miſtreſle, Jnever 
thought that anymisfo2tune could depzive vou of diſeretion, 
which you have al wales uſed : but if pour grief be grounded on 
the departure of Pa\mcrin,why do vou not conſider that his deſire 
is, ever to be where he may behold you and( though in truth he 
deſerveth to enjoy b moſt extellent Pꝛinceſſe on the earth : yet 
dare J aſſure you, that your beauty is ſufficient, to peild the 
heart ot him under paur obeplauce, who onely deſireth to bee 
pour wert friend in love.

P linarda having received ſome content by u the words of 
Drama: ima, made her anſwer in this manner. How can J well 
b2wke the ſuddain voyage of P. lmerin, whom above ail J love, 
and in heart give moſt honour-pet will J not make him ſo pꝛivy 
ta my thoughts albeit J ſuſtained the hazard of death, becauſe | 
perhaps the be auty of Leonardas Dꝛinceſſe of Thrace, may al⸗ 
ter the affection he hath vowedto mee. 

I beleve (quoth Dramaciana) that inconſtancy cannot har⸗ 
dour in the heart of him, who pꝛoved himſelf ſo loyal in the ad- 
venture of the Cup: but topzeventithe wozſt,if pou will vouch- 
ſafe me the leave, J will in pꝛivate talke uſe ſuch means with 
bim, as I ſhall quickly find the depth of his intent, Polinarda 
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eſteming this device, returned pꝛeſently this an wer. I thitk 
ſo well Dramaciana of this pzetty invention, that J am very 
well content pou p2oceed therein: but of all Loves J pꝛap you, 
ule the circumſtance of pour matter in ſuch ſoꝛt, that hee per 
ceive nsthing thebein to be done with my will, 

Po. inarda thus concluding her ſpœches, went and late down 
by the Pꝛinceſle Gridonia her mother: mean while, the En- 
gliſn Prince remembꝛing his haſty journey, as alſo the ſmall 
kindneſle hee perceived in his Lady, pafled all the day in many 
ſilent thoughts. But when the evening came, he went to the 
Empꝛeſſes Chamber, where the Knighis and Ladies danced: 
and doing his duty to them all, he came and ſate down by Dra- 
maclana, with whom being very familiar, he entred into theſe 
ſpxches, Sweet friend, ik J either might. oz could utter my com⸗ 
plaints to anp, by whom J had opinion to receive redzelle, with 
very glad conſent J would ; but ſxing my ſozrows grow to a 
greater extream, and to none but you J dare bewzap them, A 
will requeſt ſo much courteſie at your hands, as to reſolve mee 
in one 02 two queſtions ; and thus they are, Mhat is the cauſe 
my Lady Polinarda dealeth ſo hardly with me, as to dzive mer 
to the utter diſpair and contempt of my life - if he think mee 
to deſerve no greater favour, truſt mee, I map judge her sver« 
much unkinde,fo2 that all my care is, by what means oz motion 
to lay mp heart at her fot in loyal ſervice.

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Sur Palmerin(auſwered Dramaciana)the long time pou have 
ablented pour (elf from hence, hath moved mee to thin , that 
your mind was addicted to {ome other purpole ; ſo that J judge 
pou rather complain fo2 cuſtome then caule, as pou are all want 
to do, when pot hold the fiſh with the bait , which you greatly 
care not foz,whether you were beſt to take it, oz let it go. And 
now J am advertiſed, that pou go to end the Enchantment, of 
Leouarda , the Heir and Pꝛinceſſe of I brace, whoſe. love (J 
fear m) will cauſe pou to foꝛget your old frien»s ,_ wherekoze 
pou map with greater eaſe bear ſo lmall a burthen, 

Truſt me(auſw2red Palmerio)the beauty of Leonarda , no 
all the rich pꝛoſters of pzeferment in the Wozld ſhall have pow: 
er to altet any quality in me, by which J might be judged, ei⸗ 
ther inconſtand of faith, oz negligent of pzomiſe;fo2 which caule 
J have the greater deſtre ts (pak with the Pꝛinceſſe Polinar- 
da, that the may be aſſured of the lopalty, which this poꝛz heart 
of mine ſhall continue to her, to the death, 

Aetl (quot iz ſhe) if your conſtancy be ſuich as pou repozt, J 
think in ſo ſmall a matter, it will not be changed. But as fo2 
ſpeaking with my Lady, I know at this time it is unpoſſible: 
wherefoze, fo2 a further trial ot your truth, pꝛepare pour ſelf 
to depart with the Damoſel of I brace, aud in your abſence J 
will ſo manifeſt pour conſtancy, that at pour return you ſhall 
ſpeak with her at your pleaſure. So that in the mean time yon 
will pꝛomiſe me, thit ns occaſion bee moved to offend ſo god a 
Pꝛinceſſe. To theſe woꝛds Paimerin thought to have made an«, 
ſwer, but the Dancing being done, hee was hindered of his 
pur pole, ſo that Dramacian and he were conſtrained to part 
company ,- he being very glad that hee had diſtloled part of his 
gricf, to her that would ſollitcite his ſuit in ample manner, and 
this night he tok better reft; than he had done fince his depar⸗ 
ture out of ENland. 

The nert mozning hee roſe-very early, whena fair new Ar- 
mour was pzeſentedhim , and in his ſhield he bare a man tozn 
in pxces by a Tiger which made him in every place to be called 
the K1ight of the Tiger. Then went he with the Damoſel to 
take his leave of the Emperour, who bzought him to the — 
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pꝛeſles Chamber, to whom he humbly did his duty, as alſo 1 
Gridonila, Bazilia, and all the Ladies, but ſuch was his heavy 
farewelto the Pyinceffe Polinarda, asall the Ladies pꝛeſent 
could not refrain from tears. Thus left he the Emperour in 
great ſoꝛrow, Primalcon, Dramaſi ind and his bzother Florian, 
very ſozry to leave them whom he moſt loved, but not withifands 
ing all intreaty, he departed with the Damoſel and Silvian to- 
wards the Kingdome of Thracc.

Of ie dangers, which the King Polendos and the Princes 
palicd, conveying the Prince {> Targrana by Sear At wht 
hapncd to the Prince Florendes in the Fort of Af ribor, 


De King Polendc's and the hundzed Ruights that 
bare him companp, to conduct the P2inccſle 
Targiava home again, ſailing at their plcaſurc, 
Foztune was ſo adverſe to them, that they tok 
the Coaſt of Aftrica, where they were aſſaulted 
by ten Galleys, belonging tothe Ring cf Ma- 

mercos, chief Governour of Cena, who as then had all the 

Couutrep under his ſubjectton, 
The KiugPole:dos,ſeing himſelf on the point of ſo extream 

danger, dealt with them in ſuch bzave and kozceabl manner, 

that he ſunck them all, and tek their Captain, who was 

Couzento the King of 1 uns, not loſing one of his Knights in 

this noble skirmiſh, TUith the glozy of this Conqueſt, he came 

to the Pꝛinceſſe Pargiaua, who was glad to ſee her ſelf delive⸗ 
red from ſo great danger, and honoured in ſuch woꝛzthy wile by 
the Ring Polendos , who with his noble Pziſoner ſet fozward 
in their voyage to T ur«y, the wind ſerving them fo well, that 
in hozt time they arrived at the City, where the great Tu ke 
was recident. hen to witnelle the honourable company 

there under Saile, they diſcharged their Ozdinance in ſuch a 

brave peal, that the people, not accuſtomed to ſo ſuddaine a 

greeting, came running on heaps tothe Haven, to know the 

caule of ſuch a bzave warning. 

The great Turke himſelf, deſirous likewiſe to underſtand 
thoſe news came ryding with bis Courtly attendants toward 
the Haven, whom Polendos eſpying, tak the fair Targiana 
by the hand, and accompanied with his noble train of Pzinces 
and Knights, armed in very rich and ſumptuous over, preſent:

King Polendos and his company, uſing them with marvailous 
P2incely and gractous favour , lodging them in his own Pal- 
lac:, and feaſting them in ſuch noble wiſe,that in the Emperozs 
Court, thep thought themſelves at no-time better uled. Thus 
continuedthey in all poſſible pleaſure, till the day came ok their 
departure, when the Lurke uſed (ſuch intreaty to them, that he 
perlwaded them to ſtay one day longer, And then hee p2cpared 
{ucha Puucely keaſt, as in all the time of their being there, 
thep never had the like, paſſing their Dinner time, in talk of 
the Emperour Palmetin, as alfa the honourable uſage of his 
Daughter at Conſtantinople, The Tables were no ſwner 
withdzawn , but there eutred fifty armed and well appointed 
Knights, each one having his Swozd dzawn in his hand, com- 
manding not one ſhould offer reſiſtance , except he would y2e- 
ſently loſe his life, The great Turke entred at a falſe oz ſecret 
dw2,ctving to them theſe ſpeeches, Peeld Poicndos, and grant 
thy (elf and thy company to be my Pziſoners, otherwiſe , you 
ſhall all p2cfently loſe pour heads, Polendos with all his 
Rutghts, tak one cozner of the Hall, keping their Swozds in 
their hands, and then himſelf ſpake to the Turke in this ozder. 
I would gladly know, foz what cauſe you offer us this grtat 
diſcourteſie, conſidering how well your Daughter hath ben 
uſed at Conſtantinople, as alſo the honour we have done vou, 
to conduct her ſafely to pour Court. Polendos (anſwered the 
Turke) te the Empezour thy Low, thy ſelf, aud theſe thy 
friengs , F mean noharme, but J ain bo offended with the 
Knight, who tok my Daughter hence with him into Greece, 
that J p2omiſe, you ſhall not depart kom hence, till the Empe⸗ 
rour deliver that Knight into my hands, 

Truft mee / quoth Po:ggdos)cur hope would ſtand in hard ſul. 
pence, if we ſhould ſtay here on this condition, wherefoze we: 
eſteem it moze honour to end our lives in the face of our ence 
mies, then to be thy vaſſals here in continual uon. Any 
herenpon aſſure thy ſelf, that the Emyerour would moze glad: 
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ly leave all the Knights in his Court, then toſatiſfte thy deſire 
with him,who is one of the moſt hardy, and nobleſt Knights on 
the earth, to whom J likewiſe wiſh 2s much god, as te mine 
own ſoul. Mell, ſaid the Turke, then muſt you reſolve pour 
ſelves, either pꝛeſently to abide the death, oz ſubmit pour ſelves 
to remain mp Pꝛiloners. 

At theſe ws2ds, the Pꝛinceſle Targiana caſt her ſelf on her 
knees befo2e her Father, deſiring him not to uſe ſuch cruelty tg 
them, who had done her ſo much honoz in the Emperours Court, 
as alſo delivered her in the peril of her life, being dangerouſly 
aſſaultedas they came in the voyage, The Turke ſetnghow 
umpoꝛtunate his daughter was on him, in a great anger con- 
veyed himſelf fozth again, becauſe he wouldnot ſ\@ the flaugh- 
ter of ſo many god Knights. Then Targlana, ſœing her father 
gone, intreated the King Polendos and his company, that they 
would ſuffer themſelves to remain as P2tſoners, and not to a- 
bide the danger, if they ſhould offer reſiſtance, being naked, and 
having nothing to defend them withall. Aud during the time 
they were in Pꝛiſon, ſhee would either deviſe oz accompliſh ſuch 
means, as ſhe had no doubt but to purchaſe their liberty, Upon 
this god perſwaſion they peelded themſelves, when they were 
pꝛeſently cartied into a deep Dungeon in a ſtrong Tower, and 
there were laden With as many Frons as they could poſſibly 
bear, whereat t ar21ana received great grief, cloathing her 
ſelf in mourning apparel » and would never ſhew any merry 
countenance, during the time fheRnights were tn Pziſon, where 
they remained along time, as pou ſhall read in the ſecond part 
of this Bok, 

The Turke commanded the Chziſtian Gallys, to bee kept in 
ſafe and ſure pꝛotecion, and pꝛeſently ſent wozd fo the Soldanc 
of Per ſia, with all the other Pꝛinces, haw he had divers of the 
Cmperours Knights Pꝛiloners, on whom he determined ſharp 
revenge, koꝛ the great inſury whichWorian of the Deſart had 
done him. Theſe news they eſteemed very ſtrange, neverthe⸗ 
leſſe being very fearful any wap to diſpleaſe him, they made 
reſemblance of aged ovinon in this matter, giving him counſe] 
to keep them untill the Pꝛince Albay zer were returned, whom 
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elle the Emperour might cauſe to be lain. 

The great Turkce truſted very much on their adviſe , luke « 
ring the captive Pꝛinces, that they might ſend their Tfquires 
to the EmperozPalmerin,to advertiſe him ofthe miſery wheres 
in they remained; but the Cſquires by no means would 
kozlake their Packre „ deliring , as thep had accompanied 
them in p2oſperity, ſo not to leave them now in this great mil- 
chance, 

hic when 3Beicar perceived, he commanded his Eſquire , 
to go and certifie the Emperour, what great miſhap had be- 
fallen unto them. hen »Eſqufre was come toTonitantinople 
theſe news were nothing welcome to the Emperour, neither 
to Primaleon, who befoze himentred intotheſe wozds. My gras 
cions Lozd and Father, this miſchanee is onelp pꝛocured by 
your means, fo2 that pou dralt ſo courteonfly with them, who 
had neither quality noꝛ any motions of deſert in them, But now 
J woulo gladlp ſ&, what thing pou can accompliſh, any wap to 
pleaſure them, fo J judge, that all pour power is not ſufficient, 
to deliver them from the bondage wherein they are. Where- 
foze, I think it beſt, that you lend with all ſped to ſ&k the 
Pꝛinte Albayzer,thzough whom you map recover the King Po- 
lendos and your Knights, other way cannot perce ive, what may 
pleaſure them, oz p2ofit pou, 

My Sonne (anſwered the Emperaur ) if the impziſonmenc 
of Polendos, and my Knights were perpetuall, J would not 
(xk to (ct them at liberty bp this meane , fo2 J had rather 
they (ould enjoy the death, then to accompliſh that which 
might be my continual repzoach , foy this difference J alwap 
crave,between mer aug all the wo2ld, that the god may be per- 
fectly .deſcerned from the evil, Abayzer is not guilty in the 
injury, which the Turke doth (em to offer my Knights: there- 
fore it were againſt honour that he Gould ſuffer fo2 anothers 
offence, but this is it whereat J am moft amazed, that Targiana 
will ſuffer this great dilcourteſte, confideringthe honour ſhe re⸗ 
ceived in our Court. 

My dear Soveraign (quoththe Eſquire) there is no cauſe ta 
complain of her, koz her intreaty could no way pzevail with 


her 
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her Father, whereupon , hee rehearſed the whole diſcourle 
and manner et their impziſonment, which the Emperour ha- 
ving heard, departed with the Empzeſſe into his Chamber ve⸗ 
ry {ozry, where we muſt fozſake him, and return to the Prince 
Florendos. 

Pe travailed ſo long accompanied with the noble Albay zer, 
that being in the Dominions of Spaine, they came to a fair 
Caſtle, which Albay zer knowing very well, began thus to open 
his intent, Sir Florens os, J have heretokoze paſſed this place;

Thus bꝛeaking off their talke they had not rid two ſfones 
caſt, but thep beheld four Armed Knights come towards them , 
and an Eſquire who came bekoze them, uttering theſe wozvs 
to the Pꝛince Florendos, Sir Knight, the great Altribor ſen- 
deth ſtraight commandment , that pou and pour companions , 
do pꝛeſently yeld pour Armour under his obepſance, the de⸗ 
vial whereof ſhall cauſe him to uſe moze cruelty toward pou , 
then he would willingly offer to any god Knight. 

No other thing doth he requeſt of you except you can report 
to him tydings ek a Knight who hath flatn Dramora! his bꝛo⸗ 
ther, ſometime Lozd and rightful poſſeſſo2 of this Caftle , 
which was given by that Knight to a Damolel, whom hee keey- 
eth in Pulon, fill Foztune lend the Knight hither, to ſacrifice 
them both to his Gods, koꝛ revenge of his Bzothers death. 

Albayzer advanced himſelf to make anſwer , but becauſe 
he was unarmed, Florcndos thus replped to the Eſquire. — 
te 
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telt my Loꝛd Aſtribor., that J amuortheRnight he would ſo 
gladly find, hut J am/wellacquajated with him, and am ſure 
that he hath ſlain his Knights deſervedly, as koz mine Armour , 
becauſe J cannot. very well ſpare it, J am content he ſhall go 
without it at this time, except J hadmoze knowledge of him ; 
how to-have-it when J ſhall return: Well, ſatd the Eſquire , 
ſiuce you will not peild it by gentle means, you muſt pzepare 
your (elf againſt theſe Knights, who are here appointed by ſuk⸗ 
ficient authozitp, to take their Armour away perfozce, who re⸗ 
fuſe to peild it accoꝛding to cuſtome. 

Florendos ſeing the Knights pꝛovided to Juſt , he enceun⸗ 
tred with them, and ſent two couragtouſly to meaſute their 
leugth on the ground, the one being llain out · right, the other ſo 
loze Wounded, that he was not able to recover himſelf. 

Then came foꝛth Altribor himſelf, very bzavely mounted, 
and ſeeing Florendos deſtitute of a Lance, h& gave his Hozſe 
the Spurres, and ran againſt him with ſuch fozce, that Foren- 
dos was conſtrained to fall to the ground, but recovering him⸗

Albay zer not ſuffering her to runue ſo farre in his pꝛaiſe, fra- 
med his talke to another purpoſe : defirous to know, in what 
manner Aſtribot had happened thither. Sir (qd. he) you ſhall 
underſtand, that this Altribor was mother to Dramorant the 
Cruel, a man of moze malicious nature, then ever was the Sy- 
ant his bzother ; he was no ſaner avvertifed of his death, but 
with ten Knights he came untothis Foztrefle , where finding 
ſmall fozce to reſift him, he entred, caufing all he found here to 
be put to the ( woꝛd reler ving me in pziſon till he might chance 
to have knowledge of pou, when then he intended to burn ns 
both together: and till he might come by pou, he o2dained this 
cuſtome, which is ſo-woxthily finiſhed, 

Albayzer being certrfiedof every thing at his pleafure;canſed 
the Pꝛince Florendos tu bee unarmed: and his wounds were 
verytarefully reſpected by the Lady, who had god knowledge 
in the art of Chirurgery.

Theſe wows pꝛecuren a (wert bluſhingin the Pꝛinceſles 
face, whereof to be reſolved,ſhe replyed thus, J know nok, Sit 
Knight, what danger you ſuſtain at. this pzefent , becauſe all 
the dangers and hazards of the Caſtle , tok end at ſuch time 
as pon came into this Garden, But then to bzeak off their 
talke , there came in the Loꝛds and Governours ok the City, 
who ſ&ing the Serpent fly over the City, which they knew 
very well to be the end of the Enchantment , they came with 
great majeſty riding to the Caſfle, where comming into the
